Statement of Service for which the decoration has been awarded : 

Inspector G. Raja Kishore Babu and Sub-Inspector S. Murugesan who were deployed for 
the task of detection of the cases committed by CPI (ML) PWG and apprehension of the 
accused, worked hard relentlessly, developed sources and finally secured credible information 
on the intervening night of 14/15-11-2003 regarding the presence of culprits in Vatthaluru 
forest, which is contiguous to Tirupathi (Alipiri). But as the time was very short and that 
there was no possibility of getting reinforcement, from headquarters the nominees mentally 
prepared themselves with the meager supporting force. Both of them decided to divide 
the team into two (2) and to lead each, as the extremists, who were well prepared were 
making a move. While S/Shri Raja Kishore Babu and Murugesan alongwith their respective 
teams were walking uphill covered by dense jungle, the armed contingent of about 10- 
12 naxalites of PWG was in vantage position and was moving towards police party. Before 
the police party noticed the extremists, the latter providing a safe passage for the escape 
of their top brass opened fire on both the police teams after dividing themselves into 
two batches. Inspector G. Raja Kishore Babu and Sub-Inspector S. Murugesan and their 
teams were taken by surprise by the well-prepared armed PWG cadres who also hurled 
grenades. There was imminent danger to the lives of the Police teams, who were under 
shadows of death. Any forward step towards the extremists surely meant death, the Police 
party hiding behind the boulders and there were two options left before the nominees 
either to save guard their lives or to advance risking their lives and personal safety. Any 
forward step clearly meant death. 

At this juncture the nominees preferred to advance launching an attack on the extremists 
rather than protecting themselves. By opening fire both Inspector G. Raja Kishore Babu and 
Sub-Inspector S. Murugesan attacked the extremists rushing forward. The determined move 
of Inspector G. Raja Kishore Babu and Sub-Inspector S. Murugesan not only resulted in 
the death of (3) important Underground armed desperados of PWG but also made the 
remaining extremists to flee from the scene abandoning their belongings. Had Inspector 
G. Raja Kishore Babu and Sub-Inspector S. Murugesan at the expense of their lives and 
personal safety not acted valiantly and exhibited valor coupled with proficiency

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

The D.S.P Parvathipuram received information that the Special Guerilla squad 
of Srikakulam Division with its 25 members was moving in Kotia Group of villages. 
This information was passed on to the Nominee and the other participants for 
planning and conducting the operation. The operation was to be done in the thick 
Forest with a hilly region of Kotia, which is a strong hold of PW. The Nominee along 
with the Greyhounds Assault Unit and Civil Police component had left for the 
operation on 07/03/2004 at about 1800 hrs. They got dropped two kilometers away 
from the village of Kotia at about 0030 hrs and walked for about 4Kms in the thick 
Forest. They halted for the night near a convenient and tactically dominant place and 
took rest for some time. The Nominee started early next day at about 0600 hrs and 
walked for about 2 KMs from the place of rest. At about 0730 hrs the Nominee saw 
some suspicious movement of persons at about 100 meters away from the first scout. 
He immediately halted the party and carefully observed the area and saw several 
persons in olive green uniform, carrying arms moving towards a near by village. At 
once the nominee and his Unit realized that, the persons moving ahead were 
extremists. Immediately, the Nominee planned a tactical operation by dividing the 
party in to two flanks and stalked towards the Extremists. The nominee Sri 
K.Subramanyam Deputy Assault Commander, A.S. Chakravarthi, SI Salur and Sri 
A.V.Ramanaiah Senior Commando 1587 with six others moved from one flank and 
the AAC Sri P.Kiran Kumar and AAC B.Srinivasa Rao with others covered another 
flank. The 2nd Pilot of the extremists who was walking towards the village have 
forfeited it as he observed the movement of the Police party well in advance and 
alerted the other members. Immediately they planned a surprise attack on the Police 
party with an intention to inflict heavy causalities on Police and with that plan, in 
mind they have blasted 2 claymore mines (Directional mines) towards the advancing 
Police party when the Police party reached the foot hill of the hillock. They also 
resorted to indiscriminate firing on the Police party and simultaneously blasted two 
more clavmore mines. One claymore mine was blasted just in front of the 2nd 
nominee Sri A.V.Ramanaiah SC 1587. Another clavmore mine exploded on the right 
side of the 1st Nominee only few meters away. But the Police party was not deterred 
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and launched a daring counter assault. Then the 1st nominee Sri K.Subramanyam 
DAC noticed that one group of extremists were closing on the assault party under 
cover of fiie from the other extremists with an intention to encircle and kill the Police 
party. The nominee Sri K.Subramanyam DAC along with A.S. Chakravarthi and SC 
1587 AV Ramaniah took a detour and advanced towards the extremists by crawling 
and adopting tactical movement, though there was heavy fire from the extremist. 
Without caring for their lives and unmindful of the grave risk, The 1st nominee K. 
Subramanyam along with A.S. Chakravarthi and SC 1587 AV Ramaniah started rapid 
fire with their automatic weapons and advanced and reached a distance of 30 meters 
from the e> tremists. They also lobbed hand grenades to reduce the volume of fire and 
to gain tactical advantage over the situation. This intelligent and daring move resulted 
in killing o: 3 dreaded extremists after heavy exchange of fire that lasted for about 30 
minutes be tween the extremists and Police Party. The slained extremists were 
identified 1 iter as 1) Kodari Trinatha Rao s/o Lakshmiah, 30 yrs, Commander, SGS 
Srikakulam Division, 2) Singupalli Ramakrishna S/o Kuberu 25 yrs member, SGS, 3) 
Kondagorri Bodemma 19 yrs, member SGS. Others escaped in the cover of broken 
ground am thick bushes. When the Survey of the area was made after the encounter, 
three .303 Rifles, 113 rounds of .303, one live hand grenade and other equipment 
were recovered from the spot. The slain extremist Kodari Trinatha Rao was 
responsible for the sensational murder of Cl ofSalur circle Sri Gandhi of 
Vizianagamm Dt and the blasting of Kurur Railway station. The other three members 
were responsible for the looting of Arms from the Koraput District Police Head 
Quarters of Orissa State and took an important role in the looting. All the recovered 
weapons were later found to be the looted arms of the Koraput D PO. Sri K. 
Subramanyim DAC, A.S. Chakravarthi, SI Salur and SC AV. Ramanaiah showed 
exemplary personal courage and leadership, outstanding bravery beyond call of duty 
and gallanti y in achieving these results. 

In this encounter S/Shri K. Subramanyam, DAC, A.V.Ramanaiah, SC-1587 
and A.S.Chakravarthi, SI displayed conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to 
duty of a hi *h order.

Three weeks prior to 14-03-2004, the Bhoopalpalli area CPI (ML) CP Jana 
Shakthi dalam led by Ujjethula Ravi @ Madhu, Commander and his dalam members 
abducted 1) K. Prem Kumar, Senior Engineer and 2) Chandra Goud, Supervisor, 
AKR Constructions Company, Mulugu from Mulugu mandal of Warangal district 
and demanded a ransom of rupees 20 lakhs for their release. Shri J. Rama Rao, 
Circle Inspector made strenuous efforts and collected vital information about the 
presence of this Bhoopalpalli area Jana Shakthi dalam in Shanigaram (v) outskirts of 
Kamalapur PS limits under Karimnagar Sub division. Shri J. Rama Rao Circle 
Inspector of Police himself planned the operation, which resulted in an exchange of 
fire, on 14-03-2004 at 1600 hours at Shanigaram (v) outskirts. While the exchange 
of fire was going on, Shri J. Rama Rao, Circle Inspector led his party and kept on 
slowly moving forward towards the place from where the firing came. Without 
caring for his life and displaying extreme sense of devotion towards duty, Shri J. 
Rama Rao, Circle Inspector single- handedly tackled the extremists and eliminated 
two extremists by rescuing one abducted person from the clutches of the extremists 
by continuing firing. The firing lasted for about twenty minutes. When the Police 
advanced and searched the area two dead bodies were found at the scene. Later they 
were identified as 1. Kallem Laxma Reddy @ Prabhakar r/o Golla Buddaram 
village of Warangal District. Dy. Commander of CPI (ML) CP Jana Shakthi 
Bhupaiapalli area and Shatti Shankar s/o Papaiah, 19 years, Munnuru Kapu r/o 
jublinagar (v) of Regonda Mandal, Warangal District. Dalam Member. While 
the firing was going on, the extremists killed Chandra Goud, Supervisor and the other 
was freed from the clutches of extremists. One TSMC Gun. 61 live rounds of 9 
MM and one Kit bag were recovered from the scene of exchange of fire. This is the 
subject matter of Cr. No. 31/2004 U/s 366-A, 302, 307 r/w 34 IPC Sec. 25 (i)(a) 27 
IA Act of Kamalapur PS. The slain extremist Kallem Laxma Reddy was a very 
senior cadre in CPI (ML) CP Jana Shakthi group and he escaped from many 
exchanges of fire with police. Laxma Reddy is the senior most wanted cadre in the 
CPI (ML) CP Jana Shakthi. Loss of Kallem Laxma Reddy is a big blow to CPI (ML) 
CP Jana Shakthi movement. He was responsible for many political murders, attacks 
bn police, Arsons and other offences in Karimnagar and Warangal districts. The 
Circle Inspector made vigorous efforts and collected vital information about'the 
presence of Bhopalpalli area Janashakthi dalam, which resulted in the death of one 
Dy. Commander and one Dalam Member. Thus, the determination and courage of 
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amed Circle Inspector brought laurels to Police Department by saving the 
bducted person in a difficult situation by putting his life to grave risk.

Later the nominees alongwith 17 others proceeded towards the village 
and reached a Govt. School. M. Stephen Raveendra, IPS Addl.S.P., deputed Md. 
Tajuddin, SI( Nominee 2) and K. Srinivas Reddy, PC (Nominee 4) at 00.55 hrs to 
reccee, the suspected shelter which was 200 mtrs. away from the Government school. 
No sooner did the above reached the suspected shelter gun shots were fired. Without 
wasting any time, Sri. M. Stephen Raveendra, alongwith Md. Sirajuddin PC 
(Nominee 3) rushed with the force and reached the shelter where Tajuddin, SI, and K. 
Sreeniyas Reddy PC (Nominees) were positioned. Sri. M. Stephen Raveendra, IPS, 
Addl.S.P ( Nominee 1) instructed Md. Tajuddin, SI and K. Srinivas Reddy PC 
alongwith 12 PCs to cover the front door and himself alongwith Md. Sirajuddin PC 
and 6 other rushed towards the rear door from where there was intense firing. On 
noticing the police party the extremists continued to fire profusely on the nominees 
from the rear side of the house. The nominee 1 alongwith the Md. Sirajuddin PC 
swiftly advanced towards the house under a volley of fire with virtually no cover to 
take and exposed themselves to grave risk to life. The extremists continued to fire 
indiscriminately with 9mm carbine, .38 Revolvers and also lobbed the grenades and 
made valiant attempts to advance in the direction of the police party. Sri. M.S. 
Raveendra, IPS, Addl. S.P., alongwith the other nominees Md. Sirajuddin PC 2509 , 
Md. Rajuddin SI and K. Srinivas Reddy PC kept firing and did not let the spirited 
extremists get away. The village which was abutting forest echoed with sounds of 
fire arms and explosions assumed the proportion of war. The bullets and the grenade 
splinters were almost passing through the nominees at a hair split distance. Shri 
Stephen Raveendra and Md. Sirajuddin advanced in the direction of fire even after 
taking shots on their BP vests unmindful of grave risk to their life. Mean while the 
other flank led by Sri Md, Tajuddin SI, K. Sreenivas PC who covered the front 
door and the window and fired incessantly in spite of bursts of HE Grenades. Fierce 
fighting lasted for more than 30 mts wherein Balanna, 7 th Platoon PGA Commander 
and Raghu, dist. Action Team Commander gave stiff resistance. After the firing 
ceased, the Police party searched the area and found 2 dead bodies of left wing 
Extremists, These two dead bodies were identified as :-Bollam Rajnarsu @ Balanna 
R/o Bellampally, Adilabad PGA latoon Commander and Sikasa Coal belt Secretary- 
Carrying a cash reward of Rs.3,00,000/-.Radapaka @ Raghu R/O Bhupalpally, 
Warangal dist, Dist., Action Team Commander - Carrying a cash reward of 
Rs,3,00,000/-. The third extremist Chandranna, NTSZC Secretary escaped in the 
cover of darkness. The slain extremists Bollam Rajnarsu @ Balanna belonging to CPI 
ML (PW) since 1992 was a dreaded extremist responsible for 50 offences which 
included 10 murders, attack on Narasapur (G) PS, attack on DSP Kagarznagar 
residence wherein one APSP personnel died, ambush and blasting 
nearCuntalmanepally (v) wherein 2 APSP personnel dead, attack on Bellampally 
Railway Station, murder of madan Mohan, ASI of Tiryahi PS, murder of Mesra Jangu 
ZPTC, Indravelli, rape of two gond tribals, blasting and setting fire to dumpers of 
OCC and ACC factories, destruction of MRO officers, Railways Stations, RTC 
buses, forest guest houses, kidnappings, extortions, arson and intimidation.. The 
second slain extremist Radapaka Shekar @ Raghu was Dist. Action Team 
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Commander who was involved in 34 offences, struck tenor in the hearts of people. 
Prominent offences include killing of Police Constables Sanjeva Reddy and 
Sheshaiah at Bellampally, shot dead Bhim Rao, PC at Kerameri, killing of Tula 
Subash, POC member at Sonala and Dist., Youth Congress Organising Secretary at 
Sonala (v) etc. Both the above slain extremists were dreaded criminals who spread 
panic and terror in the hearts and minds of people. The nominees Sri M. Stephen 
Raveendra, , Md. Tajuddin, SI, Sirajuddin PC-2507, K Srinivas Reddy, PC-2435 
played a leading role not only in collection of intelligence but also planning, 
organizing and giving able leadership in exchange of fire. They exhibited exemplary 
bravery aid faced the fierce firing of the extremists with devotion to duty, 
determination and courage unmindful of the grave risk to their lives thereby causing 
irreparable damage to PW in North Telangana. As indicated in the prescribed- 
proforma following recovers were made:-

On 11 th May, 2003, Shri Acheshwara Rao, SI of Police, Mandamarri, earlier 
working in PS Asifabad colleted reliable information that the PWG extremists were 
camping in the forest area of Agarguda village under Dahegaon PS. Shri Acheshwar 
Rao, SI passed the information to superior officers. Shri Acheshwar Rao, SI with the 
assistance of Shri Ch.V.S. Padmanabha Raju, Dy. Assault Commander, Grey Hounds 
chalked out the operation in order to apprehend the extremists. On 11.5.2003 evening 
Shri Acheshwara Rao, SI alongwith civil, APSP, Special Party and Grey Hounds 
party started combing operations and .proceeded towards Aheri (village) of 
Maharashtra State. On the early hours of 12.5.2003, Shri Acheshwar Rao, SI and 
Shri Padmanabha Raju, Dy. AC alongwith party started combing operations and 
proceeded to Gudem village of Bejjur PS and searched the surrounding hillocks of 
the forest area, of Shivapalli, Nagapalli areas and made night ambush at Bejjur 
outskirts. Thereafter, on 13.5.2003, Shri Acheshwar Rao, SI and Shri Padmanabha 
Raju, Dy, AC continued the operations in search of PWG extremists and reached 
Gundepalli village and made ambush (night halt) at the outskirts of the village. 
Again Shri Acheshwara Rao, SI developed field informtion at Gundepalli area about 
the PWG extremists, through his own source and all of them again started combing 
the area in the early hours of 14.5.2003. Shri Acheshwar Rao, SI and Shri 
Padmanabha Raju, Dy.AC proceeded towards Agarguda and on searching the 
hillocks, they could trace some foot prints. Later following the track upto 2 KMs, 
where they again noticed remnants of lying up position (LUP) of the PW extremists. 
Shri Acheshwara Rao, SI divided the entire party into two groups. 1 st party led by 
Shri Acheshwara Rao, SI and the 2 nd party led by Shri Padmanabha Raju, Dy. 
Assault Commader, Grey Hounds. The party led by Shri Acheshwara Rao, SI 
continued combing the area at Pochammagutta and Kondengala loddi upto 1020 
hours. All of sudden they sighted about 20 CPI ML PWG extremists clad in olive

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 03-05-2002 at 9 AM Shri V. Balu Jadhav, SI received a source information 
that an Action Team has arrived in Mandamarri township to commit serious offence. 
Immediately Shri Vaditya Balu Jadhav collected the available force (2) Civil and one 
AR police personnel and left in search of the cadre. While patrolling the backside of 
S.C.C. Limited, Sub Station, near CER Club area, Mandamarri, Shri Jadhav was 
suddenly fired upon by a three members Action Team of CPI ML PW. Shri V.Balu 
Jadhav, SI and his men were quite exposed to the bullets of extremists. But Shri 
V.Balu Jadhav, SI exhibiting the high sense of duty and immense courage, 
commanded his men to safer position and then retaliated himself, after due warning 
towards extremists, without caring to his personal life. The exchange of fire lasted 
for about 15 minutes. When the fire ceased from the opposite direction, the nominee 
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advanced CDurageously and searched the area. One dead body with bullet injuries 
was found on the spot. Later the dead body was identified as ELETI DH ARM ANNA 
@ KOND/JSNA, Special Guerilla Squad Commander and Adilabad District Action 
Team Commander. The deceased UG cadre was carrying an reward amount of 
Rs.50,000-00 on his head. The following abandoned items were seized from the 
scene.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 3.5.2003 receipt of information that a huge number of extremists were 
campaigned for training at the thick intractable forest area under Kalimela P.S Limits 
of Orissa State. Shri Rajasekhar Reddy, AAC lead the Unit and moved for the 
operation. After walking for about 6 hours, the party halted for the night in a safe 
zone. On 04.05.2003 at about 0500 hrs Shri Rajasekhar Reddy, ACC along with his 
team continued the combing operation of the area in the inhospitable hilly tough 
terrain and reached Chapududula village. During their operation Shri D Rajasekhar 
Reddy adopted an innovative strategy of deception by posing themselves as 
extremists and enquired with the villages of that area who come across the party and 
the unsuspecting villagers guided them towards the general area of the camp. But the 
villagers of Chapudhudula did not disclose any information about the location of tKfc 
extremists. Even then, the party continued their search of the camp following the 
general direction and moved eastwards from Chapududula village suddenly, they 
came across a small foot track at the base of three hillocks. When the party followed 
the track for some distance, all of a sudden they found two tents between the thick 
Bamboo bushes near the foothills. Immediately, Shri D. Rajasekhar Reddy, planned a 
contingency scheme by dividing the party into three flanks and stalked towards the 
Naxalistes. One flank lead by Shri JayaRam, AAC was asked to cover the left side i.e 
East side of the area and another party lead by Senior Commando was asked to cover 
the right side i.e. West side of the area as Cut-Off parties. They were asked not to 
open fire unless any extremists tries to escape from their side. Then the Main assault 
party lead by Shri Rajasekhar Reddy, AAC, advanced towards the tents by taking all 
precautions. When the main assault party reached a distance of about 30 meters from 
the tents, a sudden fire came towards the Police party. Then Shri Rajasekhar Reddy, 
AAC disclosed their identity as police and asked them to surrender. When the 
warnings were not Heeded, the Police party also opened fire towards extremists in the 
exercise of right of private defence and fire continued for a period of 20 minutes. 
Then suddenly Shri D Rajasekhar Reddy, ACC realized that, the extremists who were 
more in numbers and in a dominate position on the hillocks in entrenched position 
slowly encircling the police party from all sides with an intention to annihilate the 
entire police party. Meanwhile the extremists also started throwing grenades and 
blasting claymore mines towards the two cut-off to deter them approaching the main 
assault party. Then Shri Rajasekhar Reddy, AAC realized that, they were trapped 
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from all sidas and facing a grave threat and the lives of all police men in the group are 
in jeopardy He felt that unless a dare devil counter attack is launched against the 
extremists they cannot survive. In a rare display of exemplary presence of mind, 
uncommon courage, unusual bravery, conspicuous act of Gallantry and devotion to 
duty and professional standards, he threw a grenade on the extremists and advanced 
towards the extremists by opening fire with his automatic weapon and he was 
followed by only two junior Commandoes of his group. This dare devil act made the 
extremists i i the tent to run for their lives and the remaining extremists scatter from 
their domin iting positions. But Shri D Rajgtsekhar Reddy, AAC, who was advancing 
towards the extremists, could not find any cover for his safety. Though he could 
defeat the c esign of the extremists to annihilate the police personnel, he fell to the 
bullets of t tie extremists. Though he was profusely bleeding and suffering from 
severe pain, he continued his firing with his weapon till all the extremists fled away 
froth the sce ne. Shri D Rajfcsekhar -Reddy, AAC made a great sacrifice and saved the 
lives of the police personnel and breathed his last after two hours. Survey of the area, 
after the incident, four SBBL Weapons, one DBBL Weapons, one 8 mm Rifle, one 
Rivolver, one 30 mm Springfield Rifle, one ICON VHF set, two Land mines, one 
Claymore mine, one 51 mm Bomb, and 35 Kit Bags etc were recovered from the 
spot.

On 4.7.2003, on the information of the S.P, Adilabad -Distt. regarding left 
wing peoples war action team members taking shelter in a private house at 
Gandinagar SC colony Bellampalli town of Adilabad Distt., S4-B, Q/Unit lead by 
Shri V.Siva Ram Prasad along with 15 members of Distt Special Party, SI one town 
PS o,f Bellampalli town rushed to the house without losing any time, since the PWG 
is known for shifting places as a tactic. As planned by Shri V. Siva Ram Prasad, 
Deputy Assault Commander , extended the outer cordon lead by AAC Shri 

K. A.Naidu from the back side of the house and after receiving signal from the outer 
cordon, leader Shri V. Siva Ram Prasad, Deputy Assault Commander , alongwith 
rescue team and inner cordon rushed to the house and surrounded the house by 
covering the door, window and other sides of the house. At the time of approach of 
inner cordon they saw 2 persons coming out of the house. Nominee 1 instructed the 
inner cordon personnel to capture those 2 persons. After interrogating them they told 
that 3 persons having weapons are staying in the house and they belongs to PWG 
underground cadre. Shri V. Siva Ram Prasad, Deputy Assault Commander, warned 
the extremist to surrender by throwing their weapons out from the door. When the 
warnings were not heeded Shri V. Siva Ram Prasad, Deputy Assault Commander , 
ordered to open fire. Shri V. Siva Ram Prasad, Deputy Assault Commander, and the 
rescue party opened fire towards the door and window of the house. The door is 
opened and the curtain is hanging. Extremist inside the house also opened fire from 
the window towards the gate and roof. The roof of the house was made with asbestos 
cement sheets. The extremist took position behind the walls of the house where firing 
was not affecting them. Shri V. Sivaram Prasad, DAC, ordered Shri B.Murali, SC 
(1721) and Shri L.Laxminarayana, AR PC 280 to break the roof of the house with 
stones and to drop grenades. During the operation Shri Murali, SC and Shri 

L. Laxminarayana, AR dropped 5 grenades and the extremist were throwing out the 
blinded grenades from the roof hole. The extremists did not surrender and shouting 
with slogans that “Viplavam Vardhillali” “inqualab jindhabad”. As seen from the 
firing of the extremists Sh V Sivaram Prasad, DAC recognized that there are 2 rooms 
in the house and they are running from one room to another when the police party 
dropped grenades.

On 02-08-2003 on a specific information about the movement of extremists in 
the area identified in Map No.65 B/8(l:5), which is fully covered with steep hillocks 
and thick forest Shri K. Devendar Reddy, RSI along with his party was sent to 
navigate in the forest, near Koushettivai. The entire operation would continue for 
two days and with this' intention and information the party was thoroughly briefed 
about possible ambush, claymore mines and land mines by naxalites near the camp 
site and were told to strictly adhere to the principles of field craft and dispatched, at 
0200 hours, from Dist.HQ. The party got dropped in the outskirts of Koushettivai 
village and started navigating towards forest in east direction. At about 1730 hours 
on the same day, while the party was searching the hillocks, Shri K. Devendar Reddy, 
RSI observed some footprints at the nala, near .344 hillock, and also fresh signs of 
water being drawn from a hand made pond at the nala. The footprints were leading to 
the top of the .344 hill. The party followed the footprints csrefully and started 
climbing the hillock till about half way when the footprints disappeared. Shri K. 
Devendar Reddy, RSI did not lose hope and continued the ascent. During the climb 
at a distance of about 20 yards from the top, Shri K. Devendar Reddy, RSI observed 
some leaves, which were peculiar and not available in the nearby forest. This, he 
suspected to have been brought by someone, probably extremists, to have food and 
hence continued his task uphill. On top of the hillock, Shri K. Devendar Reddy, RSI 
noticed one plastic tent and heard some sounds from the tent. Then Shri K. Devendar 
Reddy, RSI took a decision for assault and the party was divided into three groups. 
While two groups were kept as cut-off from the SW and SE directions, the third 
group led by Shri K. Devendar Reddy, RSI climbed the last contours of the hillock by 
crawling as standing movement would expose him. Had Shri K. Devendar Reddy, 
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RSI along with his group, reached near the tent from the north direction, the cordon 
would ha^ e been completed, but, for the premature firing, which was opened by the 
first cutoff from the SW direction, when they were questioned by the sentry of the 
dalam. T le sentry who was sitting, beside a tree, fired at the police party and the 
latter had no option but to defend themselves against enemy fire and had retaliated 
almost instantaneously. On the other, hand, Shri K. Devendar Reddy, RSI who stood 
in front oi the extremists* tent received heavy firing from automatic weapons and he 
retaliated valiantly, moved forward without caring for his life and opened fire with 
his .automatic rifle and as a result three extremists including a Zonal Committee 
Secretary were killed. This happened between 1855 and 1910 hours in fading 
daylight. After the fire stopped, the police party advanced towards the area on the 
call of RS , searched the area and found 4 dead bodies, including a female dead body, 

6 weapons (including two .303 rifles and two 8 mm rifles) 10 kit bags, water can etc. 
The brave act of Shri K. Devendar Reddy, RSI and his team inflicted heavy casualties 
on PPG with the death of : 1) Pashula Bixapathy @ Chandranna* PPG Narsampet 
Zonal Committee Secretary, and member of Warangal-Khammam area committee, 2) 
Manubothyla Yadakka @ Radakka, w/o Lingaiah @ Linganna (Commander of 
Yellandu dalam), Dy.Commander of Chandranna dalam, 3) Punbm Papa Rao @ 
Bhupathi @ Laxmaiah, member of Chandranna dalam, 4) Jerupula Baggu @ 
Ranganna member of Chandranna dalam. 

In this encounter Shri K. Devender Reddy, RSI (Now Sub Inspector) displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

On 7 th March, 2003 as per the instructions of Addl.SP (Ops), Karimnagar, a 
District Guard assault unit under the leadership of the Shri A. Naresh Kumar, SI, was 
sent for combing operations in Chendurthi PS limits. On the next day morning at 
0600 they started moving and checked the hideousts at Bavusaipet, Lachampet 
Thanda, Jalapthi Thanda and its surroundings and matched near the Govindarajula 
Gutta Of Dubba Thanda at 0830 hours. While the police party reached the village, 
about 4 to 5 persons clad lungies started running by diving in two different directions 
to escape from the police party. Immediately Shri A. Naresh Kumar, SI chased two 
of them who have running towards Govindarajula Gutta suspecting them as 
extremists and the manner in which the unknown persons start®# miming on seeing 
the police party, gave Shri A. Naresh Kumar, SI a strong bel|pf that they must be 
extremists. On seeing the fast chasing of the police party, they ran towards Devuni 
Gutta and took one bicycle, parked there to make, their escape easy. On seeing this, 
Shri A: Naresh Kumar, SI ordered the police party to chase them continuously on 
foot arid he took one Police Constable 2645 Ashok, and took one motor cycle from a 
civilian and went in opposite direction, to track down the suspects. As soon as, Shri 
A. Naresh Kumar, SI approached nearer, suddenly one of the extremists opened fire 
on Shri A. Naresh Kumar with his short weapon. On noticing the extremists action 
that just 10 meters away from Shri A. Naresh Kumar, SI, Shri A. Naresh Kumar, 
SI stopped the bike and immediately opened fire on extremists and also ordered his 
pillion rider 4.e. PC 2645 to open fire on the exrtremists, in self defence. Shri A. 
Naresh Kumar, SI took the cover of one small rock and continued fire on the 
extremists. Both the extremists instantly died on the spot due to bullet injuries. On 
searching of the scene of exchange of fire, one 7.62 pistol and one HE 36 Grenade 
was recovered from the Slain extremists. Later both the slain extremists were 
identified as Katukam Karunaker @ Nazeer S/o Narsaiah, 27 years, Kapu by caste r/o 
Bandapalli, Dy.C.O. of Janashakthi and Enugula Mahankali @ Devanna s/o Rajaiah, 
30 years, Kurma by caste r/o Kistampet (village), Dalam member. The slain 
extremists have participated in many offences, which included the brutal killing of 
two constables Henku Naik and Sankepalli Knsna of Kodimial PS at Vattimall 
(village) of Konaraopet Mandal on 11.2.2003. This is an excellent field encounter and 
the first of its kind in Sircilla Sub-division in which Shri A. Naresh Kumar, SI 
bravely faced the extremist rain of bullets and killed two dreaded extremists by 
chasing at the great risk of his personal life.

id U. Srinivasa Chary, SC 1759 as one flank and the DAC Shri M. 
ao and AAC Yadagiri another flank. The extremists who were taking 
ne of the hillocks have forfeited it and they have observed that movement 
e party well in advance and planned a surprise attack on the police party 
mtion to inflict heavy causalities on Police and with that plan in mind, 
lanted a number of claymore mines towards the advancing police party. 
When the dolice party reached the foot hills of the hillock, suddenly, the extremists 
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parted indiscriminate firing towards the Police party and simultaneously blasted two 
claymore mines. The claymore mines were blasted just in front of the Sri K. 
Yamseedhar, AAC, but they were not deterred and launched a daring counter assault. 
Then Sri K. Vamseedhar, AAC, noticed that one group of extremists were closing on 
the assault party under cover of fire from the other extremists with an intention to 
encircle and destroy the police party. Shri Manish Kumar Sinha along with Sri K. 
Vamseedhar, AAC took a detour and advanced towards the extremists by crawling 
and adopting tactical movement, though there was heavy fire from the extremists. 
Without caring for their lives and unmindful of the grave risk, Sri Manish Kumar 
Sinha, IPS and K. Vamseedhar, AAC started rapid fire with their automatic weapons 
and advanced and reached a distance of 30 meters from the extremists. T^he heavy 
exchange of fire that lasted for about one hour between the extremists and police 
party resulted in the killing of four dreaded extremists. Santhi W/o Sreenu @ 
Mahesh, .Area Committee Secretary of CPI (ML) PW & Tiger Project Dalam. 
Kondasema Enima @ Uma, D/o Nageswar Rao, CPI (ML) PW Member. Thummella 
Venkateswarlu @ Sagar, S/o Chinna Venkata Subbaiah CPI (ML) PW dalam member 
and S. Prasad @ Jeevan, S/o Nagaiah, CPI (ML) PW Dalam member. Survey of the 
area, after the encounter was made. Two .303 Rifles, two SBBL Rifles, One 
Tapancha, One Day Binocular and large quantity of ammunition were recovered from 
the spot. S/Sh. Sinha & Vamseedhar showed exemplary personal courage & 
leadership & gallantry in achieving these results.

On 22-7-2004 at 1-40 PM acting on a secret information about certain hardcore 
ULFA extiemists hiding at Majigaon village, Shri Rounak Ali Hazarika, APS, SP 
Bongaigao i immediately discussed the matter with Shri Lungriding, IPS, DIG(WR), 
Kokrajhar vho was at that time conducting^ Inspection of SP office, Bongaigaon, 
and alongv ith Dy.SP.(HQR), O/C Bongaigaon PS, T-SI etc. made out an operational 
plan and ii mediately rushed with the available armed DEF personnel to the village 
Majigaon under Dhaig&on PS and cordoned the area. While the police party was 
searching the jungle, 0LFA extremists threw one hand grenade aiming at the police 
party, but fortunately no major damage was caused to the police party. Meanwhile 
the extremist also opened fire at the police party. Immediately, the S.P R.A. 
Hazarika, Bongaigaon, S.L, Jatindra Nath Saikia, ABC/586 Bipul Ray and ABC/556 
Hrishikesh Ray also retaliated and advanced returning the fire. As a result, one 
ULFA extremist died in the encounter. Later he was identified as Hitesh Ray @ 
Bhatija @S ailen Medhi, S/O Dhajen Rai, Sundari PS Sidli, District, Chirang who was 
a hardcore militant and self-styled ULFA Area Commander of Bongaigaon District. 
One Chinese made M-20 Pistol, Two magazines, 3 rounds of live ammunition, 2(two) 
hand grena des, one IED comprising^ 3 Vi Kg. Plastic explosive, one detonator, one 
improvised pencil, ten battery cell fitted with remote control device, one diary and 
some incriminating documents relating to the ULFA organization were recovered 
from his possession. The PO'was thoroughly searched after the occurrence, nearby 
jungles we e also searched but no trace was found of other extremists accompanying 

him, After a while the CRPF party was informed and they arrived at the PO to assist 
the police Darty in the follow up search operations. The slain ULFA militant was 
involved in the killing of several persons.

On 27/08/2004 Gobin Borah of Commando Bn. Guwahati was accompanying 
the Addl. Supdt. of Police Mr. P.R. Kar of Dibrugarh DEF as a part of the team on 
C.I. Ops duty. On receipt of information, at about 1600 hrs regarding presence of 
three militants including a female cadre holed up in the house of one Leela Borah of 
Bhati Namdang village, their team launched operation in the village and were in 
location by 1800 hrs. Commando Gobin Borah was asked to lead a team of 
Commandos to approach the target house from the flank. Having been exposed, the 
militant opened indiscriminate fire at Gobin Borah’s team. Commando Gobin Borah 
was leading his team from the front when they were fired upon. As a result he 
received a volley of bullets in his thigh and waist. Despite being injured Gobin Borah 
displayed exemplary courage and sheer dedication to duty in the presence of 
imminent danger and returned fire simultaneously covering the movement of his 
team. Commando Gobin Borah continued firing at the militants till he fell 
unconscious and was evacuated. Subsequently a pool of blood was discovered in the 
direction where Gobin Borah was firing. The militants though managed to escape 
were seriously injured and the leader of the group Numal Chetia @ Samar 
Basumatari who had lost his right eye in the exchange of fire with Gobin Borah’s 
team was later apprehended. Despite speedy evacuation of the commando Gobin 
Borah, succumbed to his injury in the hospital. Commando Gobin Borah in total 
disregard to his personal safety in the presence of grave danger, displayed exemplary 
courage, leadership and devotion to duty resulting in safety of his team and 
subsequent apprehension of dreaded ULFA cadre Numal Chetia @ Samar Basumatari 
who was seriously injured in the encounter. One pistol (No.884310) with on 
magazine 6 rounds live ammn. One packet containing 3.660 Kg. RDX, one Chinese 
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Hand Greiade, 5 nos of Detonator, one wireless set( kenwood), 5 nos of screw drives, 
one small tadio and other items were recovered from the encounter site.

Hearing the sound of vehicle of the re-enforcing police party 
coming towards the place, the militants started firing RPG shells in all directions. 
However, after some time the militants stopped RPG shelling and started fleeing 
under the cover of bamboo groove. Police party chased them but could not succeed 
in apprehending any other militant. A thorough check was conducted because of 
heavy fire. After arrival of more re-enforcements comprising of Army and CRPF, 
two dead bodies, one of the militant and other of ABC/215 Arabinda Kakoti were 
found lying behind the house. A RPG launcher, 4 numbers of RPG shells and 
incriminating documents were recovered from the place. 

In this encounter (Late) Shri' Arabinda Kakoti, Constable, ABC/ 215 displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

On 24.02.2004 a search operations was conducted in the jungle areas and 
probable hideouts of UPDS militants to recover 2 kidnapped persons namely (i) Sarat 
Dutta and (ii) Rakesh Kumar of Bhagawati Tea Estate who were kidnapped on 
21.02.2004 from the garden. Accordingly a massive search operation was conducted 
under the direct supervision and control of Shri Pankaj Sharma, S.P. Karbi Anglong. 
One party led by ASI Abdul Gafur along with SI Jayanta Kalita, PRC/ Hav. 
Sukleswar Bordoloi, PR/757 Arun Ch. Das, PRC/762 Atul Deka, PRC/634 Probodh 
Bardoli and PRC 677 Projit Das was sent to Thelupahar Lekthe Basti. When they 
suddenly came under heavy fire by the extremists, the police party retaliated and 
ultimately the 2 kidnapped persons were recovered unhurt from the clutches of the 
extremists after a long encounter.

After traveling 15 KMs towards the PO through a jungle route, 
it was night fall and became dark. The visibility inside the jungle and admist the hills 
came to near zero level. Under these unfavourable circumstances, it became difficult 
for Shri Pankaj Sharma to decide whether to proceed further in the night or wait for 
the dawn to break. The dilemma in his mind was that if the force moves during the 
nioht hours, they will have to negotiate all types of adverse circumstances like the 
inhospitable terrain, deep jungles, undulating valleys, several small rivulets and hills. 
Besides the area was the den of extremists with many Ambush points. On the other 
hand if the force waits for the early dawn, they will be delayed and the hope of 
finding any thing there at the P.O. will be lost. Ultimaltely, Shri Pankaj Sharma 
decided to creep in to the jungle and hills during the night itself along with the 
available force and reach the PO at Thelupahar as early as possible to ensure the 
surprise of the operation. The party reached the PO at 1145 P.M. after negotiating the 
stiff heights of Thelupahar from the backside of the hills. On reaching the bed of the 
hill thev took a tactical position and tried to locate the extremists in the darkness 
lying on the ground. They could not see anything, but still were trying tp locate them

On 6.08.2003 at about 4.20 pm SI Haren Chandra Das O.C. Tamarhat PS 
received information that two persons namely Md. Khairul Alam Mia President, 
Kamandanga Gaon Panchayat and Md. Nizamuddin Sheik, Head Master of 
Shvamaguri L.P. School, were kidnapped on gun point from Srirampur Railway gate 
by some extremists and were taken towards Rajbongshipara. On receipt of this 
information SI Haren Ch. Das rushed there along with SI Ahmed Hussain Mazumdar, 
UBC 25 Anisur Rahman and UBC 20 Jagadish Deka. On reaching the village they 
got information that four ULFA extremists have kept the kidnapped persons in the 
house of the one Santhosh Barman. As the police party reached the said house the 
extremists started firing indiscriminately. Md. Khairul Aam ran out of the house 
with injuries on his chest being followed by two extremists armed with one pistol and 
hand grenades. On observing the presence of women and children in the house the 
police party decided to fake on the extremists one to one in a close quarter battle 
rather than to fire randomly on the extremists. One of the two extremists who rushed 
out-was Santosh Barman. He tried to throw a hand grenade on the police party but 
was shot down by the police party. Another extremists ran on to SI Haren Das and 
jumped on him with a pistol. As both lost balance, both fell on a cot with SI Haren 
Das below the extremist. The extremist tried to shoot SI Haren Das by placing the 
pistol on the head of the police officer. But with great courage SI Das was able to 
push the extremist’s pistol away and put his own pistol on the throat of the extremist 
and fired on the extremist. At this moment UBC 25 Anisur Rahaman also came 
forward and shot the extremist from side. One more extremist came out the house 
perusing another kidnapped person. Md. Nizamuddin Sheik who was coming out of 
the house running and tried to pick up a hand grenade from the dead person (Santos 
Barman) with a view to throw it on the police party. He was shot down by the police 
A- arty After this the police party searched the house and apprehended one more 
ULFA extremist by name Hareswar Roy. In this operation two kidnapped persons 
were saved, three hard core ULFA extremists were killed, and one ULFA extremist

Statement of service for which the decoration has bee n awarded: 

On 20-12-2002 at 14.30 hrs reliable information was received that 9-10 
hardcore naxalites were staying at village Karondha Police Station Kusmi in Police 
District Balrampur. Station Officer P.S. Kusmi Shri Har Pratap Singh along with 1 
APC, 2 HCs, 4 Constables equipped with arms and ammunition immediately rushed 
to village Karondha and enquired about the movement of hardcore naxalites towards 
village Surbena tola Chandadandi. Shri Singh along with the force crossed the 5 kms 
treacherous terrain, dense forest and reached the village Surbena tola Chandadandi on 
foot. They came to know that 9 naxalites were preparing food in the house of Makud 
Nagesia. Shri Singh briefed his force very minutely about the hostile terrain and 
threat perception from the enemy naxalites. He surrounded the house of Makud 
Nagesia and led the party of 7 policemen without the notice of villagers or the 
naxalites. The police party crawled the hostile terrain for a considerable distance to 
reach the house to launch an effective attack. The naxalite sentry on noticing the 
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police parly opened heavy concentrated fire on police party. Bullets sizzled past very 
close to the shoulder of Constable Suryakant Kashyap and one bullet tore off his cap 
and he escaped narrowly. Shri Singh warned the extremists to surrender but their 
Tiring continued. Despite facing heavy fire from the naxalites, Shri H.P. Singh 
without c aring for his personal safety gave very strong leadership to the force. He 
bravely crawled and advanced by opening fire in the direction of naxalites hideouts. 
Without losing heart at this juncture, Shri H.P. Singh charged heavily the naxalite 
with his AK-47 Rifle and as a result two hardcore naxalites were shot dead. This 
caused panic amongst Naxalites who ran away for their lives. On search two dreaded

Statement of service for which the decoration has bee n awarded: 

On 29 th April, 2004 at about 3.40 AM, Constable Rajesh Kumar No.l467/GGN 
got a secret information about the presence of a criminal Subash in the area of Ashok 
Y/har, Gurgaon, who had committed a robbery of Rs. 14,62,000/- in the area of 
police station Dadri, District Bhiwani. He first confirmed the presence of the accused 
and informed Shri Puran Chand, Inspector CIA-II Gurgaon. Inspector Puran Chand 
immediately prepared three raiding parties and encircled the hideout. But in the 
meantime, stray dogs of the locality started barking, which alert the culprit. On 
seeing Inc presence of the police, he fired at the police party from the roof of the 
house and jumped from the roof in the rear side of the house. Police party headed by 
Inspector Puran Chand started chasing the culprit in the official jeep and he managed 
to slip in the colony. He was wearing banian and trouser at that time. The other two 
parties started searching him in the colony. After sometime, he was again spotted by 
the public and they informed Inspector Puran Chand that the culprit was running 
along railway track. He was again spotted near pond of village Sarai Allawardi by 
Constable Chand Singh No.550/GGN, who forced him to run towards the party 
headed by Inspector Puran Chand. Inspector Puran Chand warned him to surrender 
to the police. But he paid no heed and kept on running. While running, he again fired 
upon the police party. His bullet broke the front glass of the jeep and hit in the right 
arm of the Constable driver Manjit Singh, 1133/GGN and entered in the seat of the 
jeep, inspector Puran Chand and Constable Desh Raj, 917/GGN jumped out of the 
vehicle and again warned him to surrender. But the culprit fired at Inspector Puran 
Char d, who escaped narrowly. Inspector Puran Chand exchanged fire in self defence 
and in defence of police party, which hit the culprit in his stomach and he fell down 
on the ground. He was immediately over powered and one .12 bore country made 
pistol and one .303 bore country made pistol were recovered from his pocket. He 
was immediately shifted to Civil Hospital, Gurgaon, where he succumbed to his 
injuries. Case FIR No.218 dated 29.04.2004 u/s 307 IPC and 25/54/59 Arms Act was 
registered against the culprit at Police Station, Sadar Gurgaon. The culprit was a 
dreaded criminal and was also proclaimed offender in four cases of heinous crime of 
P S. Bond His another associate Vikas r/o village Bond, was later on arrested by 
Bhiwani Police on the tip off Inspector Puran Chand and an amount of Rs. 
13,70.000/- was recovered from his possession. Thus, the police personnel headed by 
Inspector Puran Chand exhibited outstanding performance, professional skill and 
presence of mind in the operation. They did not allow the dreaded criminal to escape

On 
this information, Shri Balwan Singh, Dy.S.P, Hqrs Gurgaon with other 
police personnel started chasing the criminals. Feeling the pressure of police chase, 
the criminals abandoned their vehicle on roadside and entered the nearby mustard 
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fields and hid themselves under the tall mustard crop in the area of village Begumpur 
Khatola’s farm houses and fields. Shri Balwan Singh, Dy.S.P., directed the police 
parties first to surround the large area and then to close in carefully. Having been 
encircled , two of the culprits ran out of the mustard fields and came out in open and 
started firing on the police party. The bullets of the culprits hit the police mobiles 
imd one of the bullets virtually brushed the right side of ASI Prem Singh’s head. The 
culprits were being continuously warned and asked to surrender but they kept on 
firing at the police personnel. Having been left with no alternative, police parties 
retaliated fire in self defence and two of the culprits were killed while the others 
were still hiding in the mustard fields. After autopsy they were identified as Rajender 
@ Rajesh S/o Bhoop Singh r/o Dabla, P.S. Sadar Jhajjar, Distt, Jhajjar and Kailsah @ 
Bugga S/o Shri Mahabir Singh r/o Charkha Wall Dhani, Patram Gate Bhiwam. Shn 
Balwan Singh, Dy.S.P. took lead and kept on advancing cautiously. All of a sudden 
the third culprit appeared before Shri Balwan Singh, Dy.S.P. and fired upon him. 
Shri Balwan Singh, Dy.S.P. ducked and narrowly escaped from being hit. In self- 
defence then Shri Balwan Singh, Dy.S.P., fired from his service revolver which hit 
the culprit in his left thigh. Without caring for his life Shri Balwan Singh, Dy.S.P., 
kept advancing towards the culprit in crawling position and warned him to surrender. 
Having become desperate, the culprit stood up and started firing indiscriminately in a 
fit of rage and shouted at the police to face his bullets. The police then in self defence 
took him from all sides and the culprit got ultimately killed, who after autopsy was 
identified as Rupesh S/o Shri Dharam Chand r/o Kirpa Ram Ki Dhani, Meham Gate 
Bhiwani. Subsequently, another case FIR No.25 dated 10.01.2004 u/s 
307/332/353/186/506 IPC & 25/54/59 Arms Act registered at P.S. Sadar Gurgaon. A 
haul of deadly weapons namely one 7.65 mm automatic carbine, 11 live and 10 
empty cartridge thereof, one country made 315 bore, one 7.65 bore automatic Italian 
pistol with 2 live and 7 empty cartridges, one 9 mm automatic Italian pistol along 
with 11 live and 9 empty cartridge were recovered. Further, during the course of 
investigation it was found that the culprits belonged to an active inter state desperate 
gang of Sandeep Garoli and were involved in more than 25 case of heinous crime i.e. 
robbery, dacoity, murder, assault on public servant etc. This gang was actively 
operating since last 4 years in NCR region and had created terror amongst general 
public. Shri Balwan Singh, Dy SP, Headquarters Gurgaon guided the whole operation 
with great alarity & professional skill.

During intervening night of 26/27 July, 2004, Kashmir Police received a 
specific information regarding movement of terrorists from villages Brazloo to 
Amnoo. A small team, consisting of eight police personnel headed by Sub-Inspector 
Vishal Shoor laid an ambush in a nala between village Brazloo and Amnoo. At about 
2130 hrs, some suspicious movement was observed by police party. On being 
challenged by police party, terrorists started indiscriminate firing and also lobbed 
grenade to kill the police personnel. Shri Vishal Shoor, SI and Head Constable Anil 
Kumar immediately took position on the ground and started crawling towards one 
terrorist, who had taken position behind a sand heap. SI Vishal Shoor and HC Anil 
Kumar without caring for their lives managed to reach near sand heap. Hiding 
terrorist resorted to firing upon police personnel which was returned, resulting in 
killing of the hardcore foreign terrorist who was involved in several killing of police, 
informers and had managed to escape from cordon several times.

On 30.08.2002 at 00.55 hrs, PSI Shri Jayandra Sawant of Pant Nagar Police 
Station received information that two Motor Vehicle thieves were sitting in Hotel Sai 
Lee La, Sit rated near Ghatkopar Rly. Station , Ghatkopar. On receipt information PSI 
Shri Jayaidra Sawant and detection staff immediately reached near Hotel Sai Leela, 
they noticed that two person were hurriedly walking down the staircase of the hotel in 
suspicious manner. PSI Jayandra Sawant alerted the staff and warned these two 
person to stop. Instead, they tried to run away. The police party chased them and 
caught them. One accused was caught by PSI Jayandra Sawint, HC Rajendra 
Ghadge and PN Subhash Panigrahi. At he same time P.C. Mahagaonkar and Surve 
were trying to get hold of another accused. In a bid to escape from their hands, the 
accused bit PSI Jayandra Sawantjand HC Ghadge on their forearms. Having seen the 
scuffle and sensing that his colleagues are finding 4t difficult to apprehend the 
susoects. Police Constable Driver Shri Shirkrishan Pednekar who was in ready 
it the steering Wheel of the Police light van in case the need arose, 
immediately rushed to assist PSI Jayendra Sawant and staff. By the time he reached 
the t$am, the suspect whipped out a pistol tucked in his waist and fired at Shri 
Pednekar. Shri Pednekar received bullet injuries on the chest. In spite of fatal injury 
to him, S iri Pednekar was still trying to come forward for assistance. However, he 
received another bullet on his right hand. While collapsing he shouted to his 
colleague s that the suspect had fired at him and exhorted them not to allow the 
suspect to escape. He collapsed due to injuries. In spite of having received bullet 
injury in lis chest, Shri Pednekar in the face of death, displayed exemplary courage 
and extra Drdinary sense of duty in alerting the colleagues and warning themriot to 
allow the suspect to escape. Subsequently, PSI Jayandra Sawant, HC Ghadge and PC 
Panigrahi succeeded in overpowering the accused and disarming him. One Pistol of 
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Italian make, three rounds and one mobile phone were found in his possession. 
Injured PC Driven Shri Pednekar was immediately rushed to Rajawadi Hospital by 
HC Ghadge and was subsequently shifted to Sion Hospital where he succumbed to 
his injuries on 06.09.2003. Late Shri Shrikarishna Pednekar could have safely stayed 
in the vehicle but sensing the likelihood of escape of the criminal and the need for an 
additional hand to overpower the criminal, he swung into action fearlessly showing 
high degree of dedication. The name of the accused was disclosed as Mohd Irshad 
@ Chhotu Kamaru Hasan Shaikh. The accused who ran away was the associate of 
arrested accused and his name was revealed as Mohd. Rafiq Jumrati jShaikh @ Raju. 
During the enquiries, it was revealed that both the accused were notorious and they 
were involved in as many as eleven offences of serious nature including dare devil 
robberies. Policfc Constable Driver Shri Pednekar has shown an exemplary act of 
courage and dedication towards duty.

A sensational murder 
of Gyan Sngh Gurjar of Gijurra Distt. Bhind was committed by one Lakh an Singh 
and his associates in village Kairora P.S. Baraso on 22.06.2002. The eveht caused a 
grave panic in the village on 22.06.2002. A police party headed by SDO Police 
Surendra Jain along with SO PS Baraso, ASI RBS Yadav, ASI B.P Dwivedi, HC 
Sanjeev Singh Bhadoriya No.96 of PS Mehgaon and other Police personnel of DEF 
and SAF rushed to the spot. On receipt of specific information that the accused were 
hiding in the houses of Rajesh and Kalicharan Brahmin of village Kairora, SDO 
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Mehgaon Mr. Jain formed a police party to round up the culprits. Party headed by 
ASI B. P Dwivedi consisted of R.B.S. Yadav, ASI, HC Sanjeev Sngh Bhadoriya No. 

96 and other police personnel. They reached there, and at around 21.20 hrs on 
22.06.20C 2, they surrounded the houses of Rajesh and Kalicharan Sharma, the 
supposed hideout of the culprits. Seeing the culprits on the roof of Kalicharan 
Sharina’s house, the police party asked the accused to surrender. In reply, Kalicharan 
Sharma fi red at the police party with his 12 bore Gun, there by endangering the lives 
of the police personnel. At this crucial moment police decided not to open fire since it 
could cause causalities of several iiinocent inhabitants of the village, as the house of 
Kalicharan Sharma is situated in the center of the village. Just to avoid any untoward 
incident to take place, H.C. Sanjeev Singh Bhadoriya boldly rose to the occasion and 
exposed himself in the open ground. He asked once again, the culprits to surrender, 
but the a< reused Lakhan Singh fired over Sanjeev Singh who narrowly escaped from 
being hurt. Owing to the circumstantial restriction, Sanjeev Singh Bhadoriya 
unmindful of his personal safety, bravely advanced to overcome the situation after 
loading Lis rifle he directed the barrel towards the culprits, but unfortunately he 

received a fatal bullet injury and succumbed to death. This bullet was fired by 
Kalichars n Sharma. Shri Sanjeev Bhardoriya, H.C. fought bravely to his last breath 
showing i highest sense of devotion to duty.

On 11.03.2004 at about 1.00 AM in the midnight, Shri Sajid Farid Shapoo, 
Supdt. of Police, Bhind received information that dacoit Kalia Jatav alongwith his 3-4 
armed associates is taking shelter in the forest of village Gyanpura, PS Daboh, 
District Bhind, with the intention to kidnap someone from village Gyanpura. Shri 
Shapoo immediately collected his police force at PS Daboh. Shri Shapoo, in that 
chilly midnight reached PS Daboh and briefed the officers and men about the 
operation. He then divided the men in three parties, each led by an officer. Then the 
parties moved up to village Gyanpura and there to the destination as indicated by the 
informer. The Police parties started searching and also laid ambushes at different 
points. At about 3.15am, when one of the police parties was taking positions for an 
ambush, a sudden volley of fire came from opposite direction taking everybody by 
surprise. Shri Shapoo whose party had come under heavy fire, immediately alerted 
the other two police parties through wireless sets and challenged the criminals to 
surrender, but they(criminals) continued to fire indiscriminately on the police party 
with intention to kill. The Supdt. of Police Mr. Shapoo and SHO PS Phoop, Mr. 

R. D.Mishra had a narrow escape as both of them were in standing position, with 
bullets passing over the heads of both the officers. Both the officers immediately 
threw themselves on the ground. The sight of their officers falling on the ground did 
put an adverse effect on the morale of the forces. At this critical juncture, the Supdt 
of Police set a personal example showing defiance to danger and refused to be cowed 
down or overawed by the situation. In a cool collected manner he decided to repulse 
the attack and started firing with his SLR and also exhorted his men to return the fire. 
Death faced him on every bullet fired from the desperadoes. Such gallant display by 
their leader not only boosted the morale of his force, but also injected renewed vigor 
into them. Mr. Shapoo exhibiting resolute determination, continued to return the fire. 
By his personal example, he rallied his men & restored their self-confidence. The 

S. P. then instructed SI R D Mishra, HC-Kamlendra & Raj veer to crawl towards the 
spot from where the desperadoes were firing, from other direction. No sooner they 
reached near the site, two persons hiding behind a mound fired on SI R D Mishra and 
HC-Kamlendra Singh with an intention to neutralize them. Here SI R D Mishra 
showed real grit and timely presence of mind by pushing HC Kamlendra down and he 
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immediate dy took lying position and fired at the criminals. Both the bandits fell on 
the ground. But within no time one of them got up and started firing again af the SI 
Mishra and his party. At this crucial moment, Shri Shapoo immediately dashed 
ahead am with utter disregard to his personal life and safety rose to the occasion and 
spotting t le criminal, fired with his SLR, with the result, then he finally fell down on 
the spot ;o bite the dust. Soon thereafter rest of the gang started to withdraw back. 
Police party led by Shri Shapoo chased the fleeing dacoits but they managed to 
escape, ta dng advantage of darkness and thick forest. Deceased person was identified 
as gang leader Kalloo @ Kalia Jatav, carrying a reward of Rs. 10,000/- from MP 
Government Rs. 5,000/-from U.P. Government. One 315 Bore English rifle was 
recovered from him. ' In this whole operation Shri Sajid Farid Shapoo displayed 
exemplary courage, absolute devotion towards duty, meticulous planning, astute & 
inspiring leadership. His unflinching display of courage & resolute determination 
when fac td with imminent danger sets an excellent example of leadership, which 
brought oat best from his men & ensured success of this encounter. Similarly an SI R

GD Constables 1, Heid Constable, Driver Head Constable have intensified patrolling 
along, Orcha road to yillage Mounpura Via village Lidhora on and 8 th February 
2002. After night halt at village Monupura,.Police force cajne to village Sujanpura on 
the morning on 9 February 2002. Inspector Jat collected one Head constable and two 
Constables from the police guard,already stationed at village Sujanpura and launched 
searching operation through Matya Bhelsha jungle and Deotaghat till JamanHliver. 
No sooner, force reached Majgata Ghat after moving along the bank of Jamani River, 
two dacoits with rifles jwpre seen sitting under the thick Jamun trees. While the 
police party was trying jo (sense their activities, three more dacoits were seen behind 
the stones of river Jamaiti. Suspecting the presence of Gang Jaihind Yadav, Inspector 
Shambhoo Singh Jat challenged the dacoits to surrender with their arms but the 
dacoits opened indiscriminate fire on the police party. A bullet passed whizzing over 
the head of Inspector Jht and he narrowly escaped. Police party opened fire on 
dacoits in self protection Displaying exemplary courage and without caring for his 
personal life, Shri Shambhoo Singh Jat returned fire with his rifle and simultaneously 
directed his men to fire with their rifles in self defence. The exchange of fire 
continued for about one and a half hours. In the meantime, three dacoits ran away 
towards Ukara taking advantage of thick trees, big stones and crossing river Jamani. 
Then on search of encounter site by police two dacoits were found lying badly 
injured. They disclosed their names as under;- 

1. Dacoit Mukesh Brahman, resident of Upray, PS Goraghat, district Datia 
having a reward of Rs.3000/- on his head. 

2. Dacoit Mahesh Kachhi, resident of Niwari, PS Niwari, Distt. Tikamgarh. 
One 12 bore DB with 21 live rounds, one 12 bore SB with 15 live rounds 
and other articles of daily use were recovered from them. They were 
wanted in 13 and 9 heinous offences respectively. The injured dacoits 
disclosed the names of other three dacoits, who had ran away as under:- 
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1. Gang leader JaihindTadav. 

2. Dacoit Mahesh Dangi. 

3. Dacoit Chaina Dangi.

Khan, H.C.26 Ramesh Singh, Const.320 Rajpal Singh, Cjonst 242 Birendra Singh, 
H.C. 529 Udai Beer Singh, S.A.F. Const. 399 Raghuraj Singh, Const 577 Umesh 
Const. 607 Mukesh Nagar, with strong weapons such as S.L.R .303 Rifle, revolver 
and sufficient ammunitions. At about 1600 hrs, the police party reached to the spot 
and started searching about the occupants of some houses during which they found 
one door locked from out side but some noise was heard from inside. At this juncture 
police party got suspicious. The police party managed to break open the lock but still 
the door could not be opened as it was bolted from inside. The police party decided to 
throw tear gas grenade inside the room. ASI Kedar Lai Sharma tried to remove some 
mudtiles (Khapra) and create a hole so that the tear gas grenade could be thrown 
inside of the room, but suddenly the dacoit managed to take out the barrel of his rifle 
and immediately opened the fire after which Shri K.L.Sharma fell unconscious. The 
regaining police party encircled the house from a safe distance and engaged the 
dacoit in firing and managed to drag- out Shri Kedar Lai Sharma who sustained gun 
shot injuries at a safe place. The condition of ASI Kedar Lai Sharma deteriorated 
rapidly and finally he died on the spot. Immediately after receipt of this information 
SP Shivpuri himself rushed to the spot alongwith adequate re-enforcement of men 
and arms/ammunitions and a full proof cordon was laid around the house. The dacoit 
continued firing in different directions from inside the house. Police Party also kept 
on retaliating the fire in self defence. On 17.2.2003 early morning (the day break) the 
dacoit was forced to come out from the house with help of tearsmoke shel and after 
the exchange of fire, the dacoit shot dead. Later on he was identified as Hakiin Sing 
Bundela R/O Village Kudari, PS-Tharet, Distt - Datia who carried a reward of Rs 20 
thousand on his head. He was responsible for atleast four dozen of heinous offences 
and was absconding since 1994. A .306 bore US made rifle along with many fired 
and live cartridge, 20 thousand Rs. in cash and articles of daily use were recovered. In 
this daring encounter Shri Kedar Lai Sharma ASI of police PS -Karera exhibited 
exemplary courage and leader ship of super order. He took a peat risk and was 
unmindful of his personal safety beyond the call of duty which resulted m his 

sacrifice.

:rom sophisticated weapons of the UGs taking shelter inside. In quick 
the Police team fired towards the side from where the firing came. The 
were on the advantageous side as the Police teams were standing on an 
terrain. Nevertheless, the Police team particularly ASI Somayo R. 
d Riflemen No.653 Th. Bijen Singh struggled on. On the gallant act of 
tnando team, the UGs numbering about 5(five) tried to escape towards the 
n side of the area by splitting themselves. Still pursuing the fleeing armed 
Somayo R. Shimray armed with AK Rifle and Rifleman No.653 Bijen 
I with SLR moved in. In the fierce gun battle Rifleman No.653 Th. Bijen 
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Singh sustained serious bullet injuries on the left side thigh and on the right side of 
the abdomen. Meanwhile, another unit of the Police Commando team led by Hav' 
No.739 Ashok Singh approached from the northern side with a view to intercept the 
fleeing UGs. The visibility was low and communication facility was hindered due to 
heavy rain which had affected the W/T sets of the gallant Police Commando team. 
As a result informing the position of the UG cadres who had then split up through the 
W/T set was hampered. The unit of Police team particularly Hav. No.739 Ashok 
armed with Carbine and C/N6.9801044 K. Kiran Singh armed with SLR now moved 
in towards the fleeing UGs firing unceasingly from their 9 mm and AK-56 rifle 
respectively. The Police Unit were again on disadvantageous side due to unfamiliar 
terrain and Hav. No.739 Ashok and C/No.9801044 K. Kiran Singh could not move 
fast due to the swampy paddy field that lie between the fleeing UGs and Police unit. 
Meanwhile, C/No.9801044 K. Kiran Singh also received bullet injuries on his left 
elbow and left rib. Hav. No.739 Ashok moved forward gallantly and jumped upon 
one of the UGs who was trying to escape. In the hand to hand combat Hav. No.739 
Ashok was fired upon by the unknown UG using one small arm and thus sustained 
serious bleeding injury on his person. Nevertheless, Hav.No.739 Ashok refused to 
give up and within minutes the UG cadre was also shot dead by him. Because of the 
Courageous act of the Commandos, one UG was killed and the following arms and 
ammunitions recovered:-

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road in a Maruti Gypsy, followed by the other Commando teams, a Maruti van came 
at high speed from the opposite side. On seeing the commando party, the van came 
to an abrupt halt near a school building and at the same time, its occupants opened 
fire on the vehicle of Shri Th. Krishnatombi Singh with sophisticated weapons like 
AK rifles and lethode bombs. Inspector Th. Krishnatombi Singh and his party 
immediately returned the fire and at the same time stopped their vehicle, jumped out 
and took cover behind the vehicle. The other member of the task force were quite far 
behind and could not immediately approach the spot due to heavy firing from the 
extremists lurking in the surrounding area as well as from the Maruti van. Shri Th. 
Krishnatimbi Singh and his team members had to fend for themselves, under the 
heavy fire. Though taken totally by surprise and exposed to danger, Shri 
Krishnatombi did not loose his cool. He immediately took control of the situation 
and marshaled his team members to take counter-attack measures. He was able to 
make out that three persons, two firing AK-rifles, were carrying out the firing from 
the van-one from the front seat and the other from the rear part of the vehicle. The 
third one was firing lethode bombs from M-79 launcher from the rear portion of the 
vehicle. Besides the armed youths in the Maruti van, other extremists lurking nearby, 
numbering about 30/40, also joined the encounter, thereby outnumbering the strength 
of commandos actually engaged in the encounter. As such, there were lots of 
gunfires coming from many directions. At this critical juncture, the Commandos had 
to take care of the immediate danger posed by the gun-shots from the Maruti van. 
Shri Krishnatombi directed his team members. Constable Isowrchand and Md. 
Muhshim to locate and target tjie person firing lethode bombs, Constable Ranjit and 
Wilson Haokip, who were holding AK-47 rifles to target the person firing AK rifle 
from the front seat and his constable driver Kumar Chothe, to provide covering fire. 

He himself decided to take on the person firing AK rifles from the rear of the vehicle. 
They, then advanced towards the van swiftly and tactically using their long 
experience of Cl Operation while Constable driver Kumar Chothe, with his 9 mm 
pistol, gave covering fire and at the same time exposed himself to draw fire from the 
firers. Constable Ranjit and Constable Wilson Haokip were able to move swiftly 
towards the van and shot down their target, i.e., the person firing AK rifle from front 
seat of the van. Likewise, Constable Isowrchand, holding SLR and Constable 
Muhashim, holding AK-47 rifle, were also able to account for their target. Inspector 
Krishnatombi was fired upon when he exposed himself to advance towards his target. 
However, he was able -to take evasive action and shot down his target with his 
accurate firing from his AK-47 Rifle. The driver of the Maruti van also sustained 
bullet injuries in the encounter. It was later found that the van had been hijacked and 
driver had been forced to drive the same. The three militants who were killed in this 
encounter were later identified to be. 

1. Salam Joy Singh (aged about 20 years) S/O S. Amu Singh of Aridro 
Unambol, a member of UNLF Army fighting group. He was the one 
firing AK rifle from the front seat. 

2. Konjengbam Chaoba Singh @ Lamjingba (aged about 25 years) s/o K. 
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Mani singh of Yairipok Yambem Leikai, a self styled Lance corporal of 

UNLF Army fighting group. He was the one firing lethode bomb. 

3. Tomgbram Rantan Singh @ Lansemba (aged about 27 years) s/o T. 

Mohon Singh of Fanzangkhong, a self styled Lance Corporal of UNLF 

Army fighting group. He was the one firing AK rifle from the rear of 

the van. 

In this encounter Shri Krishnatombi and his team members exhibited exemplary 
courage, d jvotion to duty and professionalism. All of them took calculated risk 
deliberately by exposing themselves to the heavy fire from the militants. By dint of 
their tact, (courage and firm determination, they were able to turn a bad situation to 
their advan tafge. The reverses suffered by UNLF in this encounter had a demoralizing 
effect on tl e cadres of the three militant outfits. As a result, the subsequent phases of 
the parliamentary Election were comparatively more peaceful and the turn-out of 
voters in tl e valley area was much better. The following arms and ammunitions were

group. More than 100 villagers of Satasa also armed themselves to counter attack. @n 
receipt of such alarming information of an imminent clash, Sri Suresh Chandra Dhal, 
Inspector Incharge of Pipili Police Station rushed to the spot without wasting time, 
accompanied by other officers and one section of Armed Police Reserve force 
available at the Police Station. On reaching Dandamukundapur Bazar, he was forced 
to deploy the available section of force with three officers near village Satasa for 
handling the riotous mob. He was, thus, compelled to proceed alone towards the mob 
of two hundred villagers of the other four villages, who by then had commenced 
marching towards the Dandamukundapur Bazar. Though alone, he intervened 
effectively and stopped this irate mob near the bus stop, though they were still 
threatening to attack the villagers of Satasa, who were only 200 yards from them. He 
parleyed with this bellicose mob and tried to prevail upon them to disperse, thus 
preventing serious blood shed. While Sri Dhal was engaged in parleying with the 
mob, a miscreant named Ashok Jena, hurled a bomb at Sri S.C. Dhal, Inspector 
Incharge who was grievously wounded and fell at the spot. Sri S.C. Dhal succumbed 
while being taken to the hospital. Inspector S.C. Dhal showed exemplary courage and 
dedication to duty by laying down his life in line of duty, and thereby prevented a 
bloody clash. 

In this encounter Late Shri Suresh Chandra Dhal, Inspector displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty ®f a high order.

:sted eastern-most theatre of operations. Dissension was sowed by 
span’s tea-mate Chandragowda whose sentimental vulnerabilities came 
Based on meticulous surveillance and analysis of field inputs an 
)!an u Operation Cocoon” was put in place. Marked by professional 
extraordinary secrecy and an infiltration of a most daring kind, 
ocoon” depended for its successful execution a fantastic level of co- 
nd tactical perfection. Each officers functioned and cubicle- mode, as 
a paramount concern. This meant nerve-wracking orchestration and 
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mutual co-ordination. Once rendezvous RV was fixed as paparapatti all roads 
leading to Papparapatti were sealed by unobtrusive presence of DSPs, Inpsectors and 
their special operational teams. The entire operation was carried out in Civilian 
clothes in unmarked private vehicles. The arrival at various points, the method of 
reception, radio silence and codes etc. added to the secreacy. Most remarkable 
aspect was the way Veerappan’s cellular secret cutout system was turned into a 
weapon against him. The superimpostion of driver Saravanan and S.I. Velladurai on 
the operation was a high risk proposition. One Kumaresan PC. 1619, let loose in 
disguise in the village for 3 days, passed on vital tidbits that helped finesse the OPs. 
For Ops Cocoon three core teams, the cream of STF known for rapid reflexes and 
adaptability were deployed. These teams had been drilled in classical onfe-minute 
drills or World War-II personally by ADGP Mr. K. Vijay Kumar over hundred times. 
They moved in sandbags loaded civilian lorry from STF firing range as if on a 
training drill. One sugarcane loaded lorry- code named sweet box, went along for the 
ultimate blockade. The ADGP and SP who had reconnoitered the RV point earlier 
on, drove in a civilian vehicle. They had barely a 10 to 11 minute headway at the RV 
when there was a message that the Cocoon viz ambulance van has moving on the 
main Papparapatti-Dharmapuri main road. At about 2245 hrs the ambulance- a re¬ 
done police vehicle, came to a halt in the zone of operation. Mr. Vijay Kumar stood 
out on the front right towards the driver’s seat just a meter away from the vehicle, and 
assisted by Inspector Rajarajan helped driver Saravanan to a cover to behind a tree in 
a jiffy. By then, SI Velladurai had also jumped out from the front left seat. In 
fraction of a second he picked up vital input about the gang’s presence, and their 
firearms from driver Savavanan and Velladurai. Mr. Vijay Kumar shouted out these 
to SP and others. Veerappan and his men were fully prepared'and armed with rifles 
and grenades. Any wrong move he would inflict heavy casualities and get away. 
Retaliation following firing by the bandit’s men, Mr. Vijay Kumar moved from front 
right to the left to ensure effective handling. He dashed to the rear where PC 
Kumaresn had arrived by then. He placed him firmly there. His position there 
preempted escape of the gang. Finding that an extension lamp carried by a STF team 
atop school building on the right side had been hit due to firing by Veerappan’s men, 
he devised further tactical responses. At every step he led by guided SP and other 
members of the team by being in the frontline. 

Thiru F. M.Hussain disguished himself in plain clothes and arrived at the main 
Rendezvous point (RV) at 22.30 hours. He placed his three teams very near to the 
ambulance alighting point, one team at the school building top, one team on the 
mobile bunker lorry and one at the rear of the same lorry under the tamarind tree. He 
himself then took cover in front of the mobile bunker lorry so that when ambulance 
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r the mobile bunker, in a lightening move, he could whisk SI Velladurai 
safe place when the latter bailed out from ambulance. As planned, SI 
jumped out of the ambulance. Thiru F.M.Hussain, grabbed him and 
to the safety of cover.

He provided the cover 
and countered fire from a close range, risking his life. When the 
fire stopped, he entered the ambulance and removed the weapons from 
injured Veerappan and his associates. He played a daring and pivotal 
Operation, making him worthy of a prestigious gallantry award. 


Thim N. K Senthamaraikannan, IPS, was assigned a key role in the operation 
against the forest brigand Veerappan. He successfully converted an important 
conduit of Veerappan into a trusted STF informant. Through this crucial link, he 
virtually monitored and manipulated the actual movement of the gang in Dharampuri 
forests for the past eight months. He won over important conduits of Veerapan to the 
side of the STF and succeeded in luring Veerappan out of forest. Thiru N K 
Senthamars ikannan, succeeded not only in luring Veerappan and all three members 
of his gang to be a pre-determined spot, but played a further crucial role. In a close 
encounter with the Veerappan gang on October 18, 2004, the day of the operation, 
lasting for ibout 20 minutes, he personally led the assault teams an*} played a major 
role in con rolling the firing and coordinating team deployment at grave risk to his 
life. After issuing warning over the public address system from the roof top of the 
nearby school to the gang to surrender, he opened fire on the defiant gang members 
who had opened fire towards the school. Again, he moved down to the spot where 
the Chief of Special Task Force was located and in a succession of lighting moves, 
coordinated further action and effectively countered fire. His intelligence deployment 
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and meticulous planning resulted in a successful Operation without any serious 
injuries to the STF personnel. His intrepid action, grit and resolution are of an 
extraordinary nature and inspirational. > 

Thiru S. Velladurai exhibited extraordinary courage by bringing Veerappan 
and his gang to the earmarked spot in the Ambulance Vehicle. After bringing the 
vehicle to the pre-decided spot, Tr. Velladurai bailed out of the vehicle and moved 
quickly to the safe zone. When the gang defied the order to surrender and opened a 
burst of fire, he ably arugented the team nearby. He also opened fire positioning 
himself in front of the bunker lorry. In those heart-stopping moments of fire and 
counter fire, he Was moving in front left of the ambulance guiding the team nearby 
and ensuring that the gang does not inflict undue damage or make a bid to escape. 
He escorted the most dreaded gang fully aware of the huge risk involved in the 
operation. He displayed his fearless attitude and exemplary courage the forest 
brigand Veerappan and his associates. 

Thiru V. Saravanan, SI, Dharamapuri District was entrusted with converting a 
police vehicle into an ambulance. He volunteered to undertake the dangerious and 
delicate work of driving the ambulance vehicle to fetch Veerappan’s gang. The 
slightest mistake would have meant his certain death. He was driving the dreaded 
gang and stopped the vehicle at Papparapatti village in the zone of operation. There 
upon, he quickly alighted and was whisked to safety; he took part in the subsequent 
operation by opening retaliatory fire. He was totally unmindful of the risk both while 
in the driver’s seat and yet again outside the vehicle, while fighting alongside his 
colleagues. 

Tr. V. Kumaresan, HC 1619 was positioned at Papparapatti village at 
Dharamapuri District three days prior to the operation. He kept a vigilant eye on the 
village people and gathered sensitive intelligence relevant to Operation Cocoon. He 
passed on vital information about the various roads, their landmarks, etc. Along with 
the Chief of STF and Superintendent of Police, he was instrumental in the 
preparation of blue print for Operation Cocoon. On the night of 18.10.2004, he 
intimated fhe STF team of the movement and the likelihood of the gang members 
being inside the ambulance. He thus provided the most vital input pivotal to the 
execution of the scheme. The risk taken by him implied grave danger to his life at 
every moment. He followed the ambulance and arrived at the site of operation within 
minutes, totally disregarding the hazards. He was operating constantly in a zone of 
threat with felicity and provided able fire support at a very crucial time. He helped 
prevent the escape of the gang. He also provided effective counter fire and later 
provided tactical cover when STF officers entered the ambulance.

St atement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 13-07-2004 at about 0945 hrs. Shri Timir Das, SDPO Khowai received 
informat on from a secret source about the presence of a heavily armed ATTF group 
consisting of 18-20 members in the jungle near Sumantapara. Acting on this 
informat on, Shri Timir Das alongwith OC, Champahour PS, ASI D. Rudra Paul of 
KHW PS find 16 TSR personnel Ex-Khowai PS left for Sumantapara. At about 1045 
hrs, whe i they reached Tulashikar TSR Camp he tried to garner more force since the 
number of personnel alongwith him were not adequate to operate against such a large 
heavily irmed ATTF group. However, since the parties were out for another 
operation from Tulashikhar camp, they could not maneuver more force. Still without 
caring fcr the consequences of his personal security, Shri Timir Das along with the 
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available force went towards Sumantapara following a foot track instead of following 
a normal route to maintain the surprise. At about 1450 hrs they reached near a 
probable hide out of the extremist group, from the opposite direction following foot 
track and avoiding villages. The Operation party took position on a hilltop using the 
fire cover available. After waiting for some time they saw an unusual movement in 
the, village and got alerted. About 45 minutes later, the operational party was 
confirmed about the presence of an extremist group on the next hilltop. At about 1525 
hrs they saw four extremists with sophisticated weapons climbing down the hill. The 
extremists group noticed the Operation party and immediately started firing from 
their personal weapons* aiming at the Operation party. Sh. Timir Das crawled 
forward without caring for his life and personal security and took position behind the 
trunk of a tree and retaliated back by firing from his personal weapon aiming at the 
extremist. By this time, the extremist group hiding on the hilltop also started firing at 
the Ops party. The firing continued for about 30 minutes after which the extremist 
group fled away taking the cover of the thick jungle. About 15 minutes after the 
firing had ceased, the Operation party conducted a thorough search of the area. The 
Operation party recovered two A.K. series rifles, three A.K. series magazines and 
seventy-one rounds of A.K. series ammunitions along with other incriminating 
articles. One dead body of an unidentified ATTF extremist group member was also 
recovered. 

In this encounter Shri Timir Das, Deputy Superintendent of Police displayed 
conspicuous gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

Statement of service for which the decoration ha s been awarded: 

On 31/07/04 at about 0900 hrs Sri Samanta received information from hi? 
secret sources that a group of 15/16 (suspected to be ATTF) extremist was moving In 
& around village Wanderlong, under Kalyanpur P.S. He reacted at once and moved 
to the village Wanderlong about 18 KM south west from his camp Tulasikhar. The 
road condition is very bad prone to ambushes, land mine & IEDs. With the available 
single non bullet proof Gypsy in complete disregard to his personal safety he 
proceeded to village Wanderlong. He informed his higher authorities over telephone 
and commenced operations along with only 06 TSR personnel with him conducting 
search cum ambush. Meanwhile commandant passed orders to the near by TSR 
camps at Ramchandraghat & Ampura besides communicating with SDPO (Khowai) 
to assist his party immediately by establishing stop in the adjacent village Dulaliya & 
Akrabari (both are about 4 KM away from the village Wanderlong). After thorough 
search of the surrounding area, Sri Samanta had decided to lay ambush in the village 
Wanderlong. While Sri Samanta being Scout-01 of the ambush party was waiting for 
the extremist group to enter the ambush he noticed, one person proceeding towards 
end of the village Wanderlong who started talking with a unknown girl. Sri Samanta 
advanced from his initial position by crawling and taking available natural cover of 
fire to question them. The moment he went near them and challenged them, all of a 
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sudden th i militants hiding in the nearby jungles opened indiscriminate fire from 
sophistica ed weapons like AK-47, SLR etc. Fortunately Sri Samanta did not get hit 
and imme iiately fired back & continued to return the fire in a most daring manner to 
extricate his own men from extremist’s fire and to facilitate his pwn men to open 
effective lire from a very close range on them inflicting injuries and compelled the 
extremists group to retreat to corner of the village where other members of the ops 
party were already in position who fired on them. Sri Samanta fired 10 Rds but it 
was most controlled and effective. After the firing had ceased the ops party 
Searched the surrounding jungle area and recovered one magazine of 7.62mm SLR 
with four ive rounds in it and few empty cases of ammunition fired by the militants 
and Rs. 5,565A only, one dead body of unknown insurgent, later on identified to be 
one Ashol: Debbarma @ Sarua @ Gumsa @ S.S. Surgent of ATTF Peter Debbarma 
S/O Ramtsh Debbarma-of Daigyabari under Sidhai P.S. He was the dreaded area 
command* ;r of ATTF and IED specialist. Profuse bloodstains were also seen on the 
vegetatior adjoining the road side which indicates that some other extremists also 
suffered bullet injuries: but managed to flee. It was because of Sri. Samanta’s sheer 
bravery and quick reaction that the militants had to flee for their lives before they 
could take advantageous position and upper hand over the ops party and inflict any 
casualties, 

In his encounter Shri Pinaki Samanta, Assistant Commandant displayed 
conspicuo us gallantry, courage and devotion to duty of a high order.

On the early hours of 27.05.2003, the police party led by Mr. Akhil Kumar had 
a fierce encounter with heavily armed gang of Santu Lodh as a result of which the 
symbol of terror, Santu Lodh along with his close aide got liquidated. During the 
encounter Mr. Akhil Kumar S.P. Banda had a providential escape as two bullets hit 
him on his chest. He escaped a certain death as he was wearing bulletproof jacket. 
The bullet hits did not deter him. With exemplary courage and bravery, he kept on 
guiding and motivating his men.

On 05-03-2005, at 1415 hrs Daljit Singh Chawdhary, SSP Etawah, leading his 
assault team on reliable information, in the ravines of Gauhani and Jajpur in the 
jurisdiction of Police Station Ajeetmal, District Auriya, reached the spot where the 
Rajjan Gujjar gang was halting, to surround the gang. SSP’s assault party consisted of 
SI Dinesh.Kumar Yadav, ConstabTe Ram Kumar and Rajinder Singh. In pursuance of 
the plan, stopper parties were deputed strategically to block the escape routes. The 
assault team was given cover by the SOG team members. The gang however, saw the 
police party while climbing the hillock and fired at the SSP with the intention of 
killing him. The SSP with supreme courage challenged the gang to surrender but the 
response was volley of fire aiming at him which hit him on the bullet proof jacket and 
he had a providential escape. In self defense, the Assault Party launched a well 
considered attack but in the meanwhile, the desperadoes fired and injured one 
kidnappee who was. running towards police. He was immediately rescued. The gang 
consisting of 20-25 members and heavily armed again reorganized themselves and 
took position on the addi and fired indiscriminately. The policy party under the 
leadership of brave SSP at the stake of their lives continued to proceed with 
exceptional courage and bravery and at about 500 yards to the west of the addi where 
face to face, the gang leader challenged the SSP to save himself and aiming at him 
fired with the intention of killing him. The SSP without caring for his life and with 
total dedication and devotion towards his duty, showing conspicuous gallantry and 
valour, returned the fire in self defense from his AK-47 rifle which hit Rajjan and he 
fell down on the ground. Lovely Pandey started firing on Constable Ram Kumar 
Yadav and Constable Rajinder Singh who also fired in self defense resulting in her 
fall.

Budgam, J&K, an operation was planned and launched by 
Poops of 76 Bn. BSF on the intervening night of 29 Feb/01 March 2004. A small 
team comprising Shri P M Jeengar, Assistant Commandant and Inspector ( G > San W 
U'->adhvava stealthily entered into the targeted village during midnight, recceeded the 
house and confirmed presence of the militant. The party returned to the operation 
base and chalked out a plan.

In the wake of parliamentary elections of 2004, R.II BSF adhoc battalion was 
formed. This Battalion was deployed for election duty in hyper sensitive Naxalite 
activity prone area under PS Jagar in Distt Dantewada in Chhattisgarh. On 22 
April, 2004, troops of B coy of the battalion were sent to Bacheli via Aranpur Ghati 
on foot, the area being prone to IEDs and infested with Naxalites. HC Satya Singh 
and two other constables including one Police Constable were leading the column 
tactically on foot scanning both the sides of the road for detection of IED’s. The 
troops after covering about 15 kins on foot; reached Aranpur Ghati, a thickly wooded 
area straddled between mountainous terrain on both sides of the road which was 
heaped with rocks. There was no marked track or alternative route available in the 
area. At about 1250 hrs, when HC Satya Singh was approaching the rocky area, 
Naxalites electronically operated an IED. The IED blast occurred close to the scout 
resulting in critical injuries to HC Satya Singh. Immediately after the IED blast, 
Naxalites opened heavy volume of fire on the troops. Sensing danger, HC Satya 
Singh despite being critically injured and profusely bleeding, engaged the Naxalites 
by fire and force them to flee from the scene of incident. However, HC Satya Singh 
succumbed to his injuries. The highest degree of valour, grit and determination

According to the plan, a party consisting 
of one officer, two subordinate officers and 30 other ranks rushed to village Lurgam 
and cordoned off three suspected target houses. At about 02.50 hrs, it was confirmed 
by the sources that one hard core militant was trapped in one of the houses and was 
desperately trying to escape. The party commander immediately readjusted the 
cordon and plugged all escape routes. At first light on 25 Feb., 2003, the party 
commander decided to storm all the three houses simultaneously and accordingly 
detailed raiding parties for each house. While the raiding operation was in progress , 
the militant who was hiding in one of the houses opened heavy volume of fire and 
pinned down the party.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On 24/11/2002 at about 1845hrs, taking* advantage of darkness due to 
electricity failure in and around the Raghunath temple complex a Fidayeen 
unobtrusively tried to enter the precincts of Raghunath Mandir along with the 
Devotees. The militant forced himself past the frisking point at the main gate by 
hurling some grenades causing commotion as Devotees ran helter-skelter. There was 
complete darkness in the. courtyard of the Mandir. Taking advantage of the 
commotion and darkness the militant managed to run towards the Sanctum 
Sanctorum of the Mandir. CT/GD K.K.Pandey who was performing the sentry duty 
in Morcha No.l located near the entrance of the courtyard responded quickly and 
bravely. In a bid to locate the Fidayeen in the darkness and to neutralize him Ct. 
K.K.Pandey swiftly moved out of his bunker, not caring for his own safety and fired 
six rounds from his rifle towards the Fidayeen thereby restricting the movement of 
Fidayeen, and alerting all other sentries in the Mandir Complex as well as devotees 
who immediately ducked for cover. However one stray bullet fired by the militant hit 
him at vital organ, which proved fatal and, therefore, the individual succumbed to this 
injury on the spot. Meantime Constable T.A. Singh engaged the Fidayeen from the 
rooftop. Taking advantage of darkness, militant moved towards the sanctum 
sanctorum and took cover behind the pillars. While making further efforts by 
Constable. T.A.Singh, the militant hurled a grenade on him. HC E.G.Rao joined 
Constable T.A.Singh to locate the Fidayeen. After exchange of heavy fire HC 
E.G.Rao moved towards the end of rooftop nearer to the position of the militant with 
intention to engage him. In this process militant fired at him causing critical injuries. 
By this time Shri Y.N.Rai, A/C and HC Dev Singh arrived and, using tactical 
acumen, they crawled up to a mobile bulletproof bunker. Shri Y.N.Rai and HC Dev 
Singh took position behind the mobile bunker, reached in front of the grill gate from 
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where they were in a vantage position to engage the militant effectively. Acting on a 
favorable moment, Shri Y.N.Rai and HC Dev Singh stepped out of the bunker and 
killed the militant face to face on the spot. Next day morning, it was reported that 
another militant who escaped the previous night had entered into a house at Rajinder 
market. Shri Y.N.Rai and HC Dev Singh moved towards the roof of adjoining 
building and took tactical position. The militant was hiding in a room in the first floor 
of the building. Shri Rai and HC Dev Singh started firing at militant and lobbed 
grenades in Ihe room. Moving tactically, Shri Rai reached near the room and found 
that the militant had positioned himself tactfully. Shri Y.N.Rai, A/C fired a burst on 
the militant <nd tried to jump back but a bullet fired by the militant hit his left arm. 

HC Dev Singh, who was just behind Shri Rai fired a burst and pulled out injured Shri 
Rai. Therea: ter a hole was made in the wall using LMG fire & metal pipes through 
which grenafes were hurled and the militant was killed. Apart frbm the CRPF 
personnel, A my, Civil Police personnel and officers were also involved in the above 
operation. Slri P.L.Gupta, IGP Jammu Zone, Shri Dilbag Singh, DIG Jammu Range 
and Shri Farooq Ahmed SSP Jammu personally supervised the operation alongwith 
Shri S.Const mtine, DIG, CRPF, Jammu, Shri B.S.Gill, CO-49 Bn and other CRPF 
officers.

One section of C/109 Bn was deployed at Public Service Commission Office, 
Residency Road, PS-Kothi Bagh, Srinagar, J&K since 25/6/2004. On every Sunday, 
an open market used to be organized on the footpath in front of PSC office. On 
31/10/04 also the Sunday market was going on and a huge crowd was visiting for 
shopping. On 31/10/04 HC/GD P.B.Nikam was functioning as Guard/Post 
Commander at said post and No. 889910155 CT/GD Joginder Pal and CT/GD 
Mahesh Bhagat were performing patrolling duty in front of said post. At about 1645 
HRS, HC/GD P.B.Nikam noticed two persons (civilians) moving in front of above 
post in suspicious manner. Immediately, HC/GD P.B.Nikam asked CT/GD Joginder 
Pal and CT/GD Mahesh Bhagat to keep vigilance on both these suspected persons. 
Both constables, concentrated their vigilance on these two suspected persons and 
followed them. The two suspected walked for some distance and mingled with other 
public in the Sunday market. However, CT/GD Joginder Pal moved ahead in their 
search and he was followed by CT/GD Mahesh Bhagat. While CT/GD Joginder Pal 
moved ahead in the crowd, suddenly, one of the suspected person pointed his pistol 
towards neck of CT/GD Joginder Pal and pulled the trigger at point blank range. 
Sensing the danger and identifying the suspected person, CT/GD Joginder Pal 
immediately turned around. In the course of action the suspected person fired one 
round from his pistol which hit the rear side of neck of CT/GD Joginder Pal. 
Immediately, CT/GD Joginder Pal also fired two burst of two rounds and injured said 
attacker. The attacker sustained bullet injury in his abdomen and collapsed on the 
road, after running few steps. CT/GD Joginder Pal, speedily rush to him, searched 
and recovered ONE CHINESE PISTOL with 07 live rounds and 01 magazine. The 
suspected person was identified as BASHIR AHMED BHAT S/O MOHD. ISMAIL 
BHAT aged 30 years, resident of Tangpora, Batmallo, Srinagar (J&K) and AREA 
COMMANDER OF HIZBUL-MUZAHIDIN. He succumbed to injuries on 
1/11/2004. The other suspected person who was accompanying former also tried to 
flee from the spot but CT/GD Mahesh Bhagat identified him and immediately fifed 
two burst of two rounds each and injured the fleeing suspect in his hand due to which 
he fell down. His nexus with militant group is under investigation by civil police. 
No. 889910155 CT/GD Joginder Pal has displayed conspicuous bravery and gallant 
action without caring his grave bullet injury. Without caring for risk of his life and 
bullet injuries sustained by him, he not only injured the dreaded militant but also 
recovered arms/amn from him.

Sgt. Ashok Deb Barma in Nalongbari/Tulabari village area, a joint Ops with Civil 
Police and 2 platoons of E/68 Bn., CRPF was planned by Shri M.S. Upadhyay, Asstt. 
Commadant (O.C. E/68 Bn., CRPF) on 01/07/2004. One platoon with SI/GD Harsh 
Singh Negi while moving for Ops, came across some unidentified people at about 
1915 hrs at Kalahari crossing on Barabari/Paglabari Maidan track. When challenged, 
CRPF personnel were fired upon by those unidentified insurgents and fire was 
immediately retaliated.

On their way back to coy Hqrs, Shri Pathak was 
informed that the SSB guard deployed at Congress Bhawan, Srinagar had been 
attacked by militants with grenades. On getting this information, late Shri Pathak, 
without caring for his life and safety and in spite of the grave threat, rushed to the site 
( Congress Bhawan) and initiated counter measures immediately with a view to locate 
and neutralize the militants, so that the life and property of the citizens could be 
protected. Unfortunately, during this process, late Shri Pathak sustained serious head 
injuries due to another grenade thrown by the militants who were hiding in the 
vicinity. Despite this grave and serious injury, Shri Pathak continued his efforts to 
neutralize the militants and save people and property with all his might. He faced the 
militant attack bravely even in a seriously injured condition, till re-enforcement could 
reach the spot. Unfortunately, he could not survive the head injury and breathed his 
last on 27.04.2004 at 0630 hrs.

An Information was received that some terrorists are likely to bring 
arms/ammui ition/explosive material in a truck whose registration number had 153 as 
the last three digits from J&K. A watch was kept and on 30.08.2003, at about 2PM, 
a truck beaiing registration No.JK-03-0153 was seen parked in the Qutab Road 
parking lot i i the area of PS Sadar Bazar. A watch was maintained on this truck and 
its occupants. At about 7.45 PM, two persons appeared near the truck. A short 
stature man also came tp the truck a short time thereafter. He a)so entered the 
driver’s compartment and they were seen talking and going to the roof of the truck. 
The police t jam challenged them and carried out a search of the truck. Three fruit 
boxes were found. One of the three boxes was containing 10 hand grenades, 10 
UBGL shells and one UBGL ( Under Barrel Grenade Launcher). On thorough 
questioning hey disclosed their identities as Parvez Ahmed(Driver), Farooq Ahmed 
@ Farooz(C eaner) and Noor Mohd. Tantray @ Gulzar Ahmed ( the short person), 
ail from Pulwama in Jammu & Kashmir. A case FIR No.70/2003 dated 30.08.2003 
u/s 120-B, 121, 121-A, 122, i23 IPC 4,5 Explosive Substance Act Sc 25 Arms Act, 
PS Special Cell, Lodhi polony, New Delhi was registered. Noor Mohd Tantray 
disclosed that he was to deliver the consignment to two persons, one of whom is a 
Pakistani, at Millennium Park, on Ring Road near Nizamuddin Bridge. They would 
be coming it a white Maruti car. He also said that the Pakistani had been brought by 
him ( Noor 14ohd) and handed over to one Habibullah of Secundrabad, UP, who had 
been trained with him in Pakistan. He gave brief description of both. Immediately a 
team lead b> ACP Rajbir Singh and consisting of Inspector Mohand Chand Sharma, 
Insp. Lalit Mohan, SI Govind Sharma, SI Sanjay Dutt, SI Badrish Dutt, SI Arvind 
Kumar, SI Rahul Kumar, SI Umesh Barthwal, SI Mehtab Singh, SI Dharmender, SI 
PawanKumar, SI Jai Kishan, SI Satpal, ASI Rishipal, ASI Vikram, ASI Davender, 
AS1 Narender, ASI Sanjeev Lochan, ASI Bhoop Singh, HG Satinder, HC Kuldip, HC 
Anand Prakash, and Const. Surender was formed. A trap was laid at Millennium 
Park. At about 10.45 PM, a white Maruti car bearing registration No. DL-3CN-8749 
came with two persons. When challenged, they got out of the car and attempted to 
escape. They also started firing while fleeing. Their fire was returned and in the 
exchange of fire, both the terrorist were killed. Their dead bodies were identified 
by Noor Mohd as those of Habib @ Rafeeq Ahmed (a) Aslam S/O Shafiq Ahmed R/O 
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390, Kaziwada, Sikandrabad, Distt. Bulandshar, UP Killed near the gate and Zahoor 
Ahmed @ Mohd. Mumtaz Shahid r/o Distt. Kushab , Punjab Province, Pakistan, 
killed near the curved wall inside the park. Two .30 bore star Chinese pistols with 
magazines were recovered from the two slain terrorists alongwith some personal 
effects like purse, sundry documents etc. When the Maruti car was searched One AK- 
56 rifle with two loaded magazines containing 30 rounds of ammunition each were 
recovered. Also Rs. 2 lacs in cash were found in the car. The case of Police 

encounter was registered vide FIR NO. 445 dated 31.08.2003 u/s 03/4/20 POTA and 
us 186/353/307 IPC & 25/27 Arms Act PS Hazrat Nizammuddin and investigated by 
the South District police. On further interrogation, Noor Mohd. Tantray disclosed 
that the has been working for Jaish-e-Mohammad in the valley and he is a trained 
militant having received training in Pakistan as well as Afghanistan in the year 1990 
and 1991. He is an expert in preparing improvised explosive devices. Originally , 
from Traal in Pulwama District of J&K, he had gone underground in the past thr$e 
years and was presently living in village Hassipura, Tehsil Chadora, District Badgam, 
J&K. He also disclosed that the real name of Pak militant Zahoor Ahmed is Mohd.. 
Mumtaz Shaid ( 20/20 years), who is from Khushab District of Punjab province, 
Pakistan and has been engaged in terrorist actions in the valley for the last two years. 
Noor Mohd. also disclosed that he was in touch with a Jaish Militant namely Rashid 
from whom he took his orders. Rashid had been taking orders from Ghazi Baba. 
According to him both Rashid and Ghazi Baba were operating from higher reaches of 
the hills above Traal in J&K. Accused Noor Mohd. Tantray was a militant of “A” 
category and the launching chief/Divisional Commander , of Jaish-e-Mohd., for 
whole Kashmir. He was directly under supervsion /control of Rashid, Deputy Chief 
Comander and Gazi Baba, Chief Commander of J-e-M. Both of the have already 
been killed in an encounter with BSF. As per the records of J&K Police accused 
Noor Mohd. Tantray @ Peer Baba @ Gulzar Ahmed Bhat @ Uwais is previously 
involved in 2 cases- case FIR No.136/03 u/s 307 IPC, 7/25 Arms Act PS Sadar 
Srinagar, J&K and Case FIR 248/03 u/s 4/5 Explosive Substances Act PS Sadar 
Srinagar, J&K. 

During the encounter with the militants ACP Rajbir Singh swiftly took his 
position near the curved wall. He very closely faced the hail of bullets being 
showered from the trained militant’s pistol. Undeterred and unfazed, without caring 
for his life and exhibiting exemplary courage and determination, he bravely faced the 
militants and fired 4 rounds from his service revolver. 

During the encounter with the militants Inspector Mohan Chand Sharma 
swiftly took his position near the comer of main gate of Millennium Park.. He very 
closely faced the hail of bullets from the trained militant’s pistol without caring for 
his life and exhibiting exemplary courage and determination, he bravely faced the 
militant Rafeeq Ahmed @ Guddu and fired 7 rounds from his service pistol. 

Shri Rajbir Singh, ACP and Inspector Mohan Chand Sharma, who risked their 
lives have shown conspicuously exhibited highest degree of bravery, courage, 
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motivation and professionalism in this operation, otherwise the dreaded terrorists and 
his associa es, would have continued their reign of terror and would have succeeded 
in conducting their terrorist activities which might have resulted in heavy lose of life 
and proper y.

As soon as the militants jumped 
out of their car and started firing on the police party, he leapt out of his car and 
swiftly look his position behind the parking wall. The two militants took position in 
the park adjoining the Tughlaqabad Fort and kept firing indiscriminately with their 
AK - 47 assault rifles, SI Rahul Kumar had positioned just in front'of the militants 
and thus he very closely faced the hail of bullets from the trained militants. Militants 
also lobbed two hand grenades towards the police party. But undeterred and unfazed, 

SI Rahul Kumar, putting his life at risk, bravely faced the militants and fired 27 
rounds from his AK - 47 assault rifle. 

When the militants Zen car crossed the Surajkund Border Picket, ASI Vikram

Road. When they got the message about the movement of militants, they moved 
towards the MB Road T- Point. When they along with other teams tried to intercept 
the militant’s car in order to apprehend them, the militants in an attempt to escape, hit 
their car on a culvert near Tughlaqabad Fort. As soon as the militants jumped out of 
their car and started firing on the police party, ASI Vikram Singh sprang out of his 
car and he also took his position behind the parking wall. The two militants took 
position in the park adjoining the Tughlaqabad Fort and kept firing indiscriminately 
with their AK - 47 assault rifles. ASI Vikram very closely faced the hail of bullets 
from the trained militants. Militants also lobbed two hand grenades towards the 
police party. Without caring for his life and exhibiting exemplary courage and 
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determinatian, he bravely faced the militants and fired 10 rounds from his AK - 47 
assault rifle.

A case vide FIR No.38/2003 dated 21.05.03 u/s 25 Arms Act was got 
registered at PS Special Cell, Lodhi Colony and investigation taken up. Accused 
Mehboob, m sustained interrogation, reveled that he was in contact with a Pakistani 
terrorist Aadul Aziz @ Arif r/o Bahawalnagar Pakistan belonging to Lashkar-e- 
Tayyeba outfit. On his persuation, Mehboob also joined him in the cause of Jihad. 
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He further disclosed that the pistol and cartridges recovered from his is a part of 
larger consignment of arms-ammunition & explosives kept with Anf at his Deenpur, 
Najafgarh hideout. On the night intervening 21/22.05.03, at* about 4.15 AM, 
Mehboob led the police party to the hideout of Arif in Deenpur Colony of Najafgarh 
area. 


When the police party covered the militant’s house in Deenpur, Najafgarh and 
Shri Rajbir Singh, ACP challenged him to surrender, the Pak militant opened fire 
upon the police party. SI Mehtab Singh positioned himself along with Shri Rajbir 
Singh, ACP on the rooftop of the adjacent house, which was directly in the firing line 
of the militant.

Undeterred and unfazed and exhibiting 
exemplary courage and determination, he put his life at risk and bravely confronted 

the militant. 

During the encounter, SI Dhramender Kumar positioned himself behind the 
small wall of 2 feet height on the left side, which was directly in the firing line of the 
militant Hafiz Rashid and started firing on the terrorist. He very closely faced with 
the hail of the bullets being showered from the trained Pak militant’s pistol. 
Undeterred and unfazed and exhibiting exemplary courage and determination, he put 
his life at risk and bravely confronted the militant. 

SI Umesh Barthwal immediately took his position himself near the stationed 
Pepsi trolly, which was directly in the firing line of the militant Ali Bahadur @ Bilal. 
He very closely faced with the hail of the bullets being showered from the trained Pak 
militant’s pistol. Undeterred and unfazed and exhibiting exemplary courage and 
determination, he put his life at risk and bravely confronted the militant. 

ASI Bhoop Singh positioned himself inside the park behind the small wall on 
the right side, which was directly in the firing line of the Pak militant Ali Bahadur @ 
Bilal. He very closely faced with the hail of the bullets being showered from the 
trained Pak militant’s pistol. Undeterred and unfazed and exhibiting exemplary 
courage and determination, he put his life at risk and bravely confronted the militant. 

In this encounter S/Shri Arvind Kumar, Sub Inspector, Dharmender Kumar, 
Sub Inspector, Umesh Barthwal, Sub Inspector and Bhoop Singh, Assistant Sub

Swiftly, the dedicated team headed by Inspector 
l swung into action and laid a trap at Wazirabad Road, in the area of PS 
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Timarpur, in three vehicles. Officials Qaulis with staff including ASI Pramod 
Kumar under the supervision of Si Ramesh Sharma was stationed near Duble Pulia, 

A private Maruti with staff including SI Naresh Sharma Car under the supervision of 
Insp. Pankaj Sood was stationed near Soorghat and official Gypsy with staff under 
the supervision of SI Harbir Singh was stationed near Red Light, T-Point Around 
4.20 AM, one Maruti Esteem car was seen coming from Ghaziabad side, SI Ramesh 
Sharma, who was in uniform, signaled the vehicle to stop. But instead of stopping, 
the Maruti Esteem occupants took out a pistol and fired on the chasing police party in 
Qualis. Their initial burst of fire hit the steering of Qualis through windscreen. 
Noticing the fire and chase by Qualis, the remaining team in another two vehicles 
chased the Esteem .car during chase, while the Qualis tried to overtake the Esteem, the 
driver Jagtar Singh again fired in the Qualis but due to timely intervention of SI 
Ramesh Sharma, the fire hit at the roof the Qualis from inside through window. The 
police party also fired in self-defence on the esteem leading to a fierce encounter. 
Found cordoned by the police, the occupants of the Esteem c,ame out firing on the 
police party trying to escape. The police party also came out of the vehicles firing in 
self-defence. The apprehension of Jagtar Singh and Ravinder Singh alive was most 
desired to know the exact scenario and footings of terrorist outfit and its nefarious 
designs to spread terror in India. The front line team of Insp, Pankaj Sood, SI 
Ramesh Sharma, SI Harbir Singh, SI Naresh Kumar and ASI Pramod Kumar, took 
the risk of their life, came closer and closer to apprehended the firing duo alive, but 
during close cross firing the duo Esteem occupants received bullet injuries and fell on 
the ground. The injured were immediately shifted to Bara Hindu Rao Hospital for 
treatment where they were declared brought dead. Two foreign made pistol 
alongwith live misfired, fired cartridges and the mobile phone instrument snatched 
from the Jain Brothers were recovered from the duo. With this, the terror of top of 
the line kidnapping for ransom kingpin of North India having international terrorist 
links was ended which could have created havoc and sensation. This also would 
curtail the international terrorist organization regrouping and fund raising efforts by 
their nefarious act of kidnappings in India. In such an adverse situation where the 
desperate hardcore-armed criminals were firing and there was every possibility of 
serious casualties particularly to the front line team of Insp. Pankaj Sood, SI Ramesh 
Sharma, SI Harbir Singh, SI Naresh Kumar and ASI Pramod Kumar. These officers 
took the risk of their lives by trying to apprehended the firing duo alive, came closer 
to the duo and showed extra ordinary courage and a rare act of gallant and even after 
the duo received bullet injuries, rushed them to hospital for their survival. SI Ramesh 
Sharma (Fired three rounds), SJ Harbir Singh ( fired three rounds), SI Naresh Sharma 
(fired five rounds), and ASI Pramod Kumar (fired three rounds), had to open fire in 
order to save the life of teammates. Insp. Pankaj Sood, who was even unarmed, SI 
Ramesh Sharma, SI Harbir Singh, SI Naresh Kumar and ASI Pramod Kumar showed 
exemplary rare gallant, courage, dedication towards their duties, caring for the lives 
of teammates, responsibility towards the National Security and great presence of 
mind.

On 17.02.2002 at 1530 hours, on a specific information regarding presence of a * 
PTM in the house of one Ab. Wahid S/O Ab. Kabir Bhat R/O Mohalla Asrarabad, 


Kishtwar, Addl.S.P. Kishtwar Shri Viplav Kumar, IPS along with Police Party of 


Police Station Kishtwar and STF Kishtwar immediately cordoned off the area 
surrounding the house. As the search party entered in the 1 st floor of the house, the 
militant who was hiding there, threw a hand grenade from the window on the cordon 
party led I y the officer. The grenade exploded in the other side of the boundary wall 
of the house narrowly missing the officer and accompanying police personnel of the 
cordon party. The officer quickly got shifted all the civilians/residents of the house to 
one of tbs rooms on the ground floor and also tactically repositioned the. police 
personnel of the cordon party. The militant in the meantime threw another grenade 
on the cordon party and jumped out the ground from the window of the room and 
started indiscriminate firing with his pistol towards the officer and three police 
personnel accompanying the officer, in which the officer had a narrow escape as the 
bullet missed him by hair line. The officer alongwith the accompanying police 
personnel retaliated the fire upon which the militant started fleeing towards the by¬ 
lane leading the main road Malik Market Kishtwar. The police personnel led by the 
officer chased the fleeing militant following which the militant got trapped in the by 
lane, where SI Khudmukhtiar Dev Singh and Constable Gafoor Hussain with police 
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party of PS Kishtwar were already deployed. The fleeing militant fired upon the 
police party led by Shri Khudmukhtiar Dev Singh, SI who retaliated quickly 
exhibiting extra- ordinary courage and despite being injured by militant. In the 
exchange of firing with the police party the trapped militant got killed. From the 
possession of the killed terrorist as well as from the site of encounter, the police party 
recovered the following arms/ammunition:- 

1. One Pistol(Chinese) with one Magazine and 02 rds. 

2. Two Wireless Sets ( Kenwood) 

3. One Hand Grenade, etc. 

The killed militant was later identified as PAK trained militant namely Atta Mohd 
Code Sajid S/O Ab. Rehman R/O Siri Sigdi, Teh. Kishtwar, Distt. Doda. The slain 
militant was Distt. Commander of HM active since 1992, an IED Expert, I/C Finance 
of HM, was sending recruits for training and was coordinator of HM for District 
Anantnag and Doda. His killing was indeed a great achievement. In this incident, 
Shri Viplav Kumar, IPS, Addl.S.P. Kishtwar has exhibited extra-Ordinary presence 
of mind, courage and high quality of leadership in arranging cordon and killing of 
militant.

In pursuance of the efforts 
of this specially constituted team, gathered from sources that the abduction had been 
organized by Brahm Parkash and his gang. On 22.6.2001, secret information was 
received that Brahm Parkash, a notorious criminal and his associates would assemble 
to collect ransom money from the victim’s relatives in NOIDA.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded: 

On Oct. 1, 2001, the session of both the Houses concluded at 1300 hrs. The 
Hon’ble Chief Minister and most of the Ministers/MLAs/MLCs left the venue for 
their respective destinations. At about 1350 hrs after the traffic restrictions had been 
removed, an explosive laden TATA Sumo vehicle was driven up to the gate of the 
Assembly and exploded by suicidal mission. This resulted in the death of one security 
personnel, five civilians and one militant. This led to the utter confusion. Three 
terrorists, masquerading in police uniform, managed to run into the office complex of 
the Legislative Council. The militants resorted to indiscriminate firing and lobbing of 
grenades. Police contingent led by I.G. Kashmir, Shri A.K. Bhan and DIG Srinagar, 
Shri K.Rajendra Kumar reached the spot. After some time DG, Police Shri A.K. Suri 
, also reached the spot. While displaying exemplary courage and with out caring for 
his personal security, DIG Srinagar, Shri K.Rajendra Kumar along with his security 
officials managed to enter the office complex. Later the DGP and his security staff 
also entered the Council buildings while the militants, who were hiding in the Council 
complex, continued to fire and hurl grenades on them. Constable Rohit Sadhu who 
was accompanying ihe DGP got killed. While the militants were continuously firing, 
the Chairman of the Legislative Council, MOS Law, some MLCs and officials of the 
Legislative Council were evacuated by the marshalling bullet proof vehicles. 
Subsequently the Speaker, some official of the Legislative Assembly and few 
civilians who have come to visit the speaker were also evacuated personally by the 
Director General of Police. A large number of MLAs/MLCs and officials, however, 
continued to remain trapped in both the ground and first floor of the office complex 
of the Legislative Council/Assembly. While IGP Kashmir, Shri A.K. Bhan, planned 
the operations /from outside the Assembly premises, DIG Srinagar directed the 
operations from inside and in coordination planned and succeeded in the evacuation 
and rescue of over 150 persons. SSP Srinagar, Shri B. Srinivas, supervised the 
deployment of troops encircling the Assembly. This was essential to prevent any 
escape of the terrorists who were holed up inside the Assembly building. During the 
course of the supervision the militants lobbed a grenade, splinter of which injured the 
SSP in his foot. Despite injury the SSP did not leave the spot and continued to guide 
his men till the operation was completed. During this period the militants continued 
to resort to indiscriminate firing and lobbing of grenades inside the complex targeting 
innocent officials. Some intermittent firing was also directed towards the security 
personnel operating from outside the complex. After the completion of the 
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evacuatioii, an operation was planned to neutralize the militants who had been holed 

up inside the complex. While the operations were planned and co-ordinated by IG 

Kashmir and DIG Srinagar Range, a small contingent of SOG Srinagar led by Dy. 

S.P. Ops. Shri K. T. Singh volunteered to execute the operation. Shri Singh, Dy. S.P. 

and his men entered the Council building and carried out room to yoOm searches. This 

involved a considerable risk to their lives as it was not known as to where the 

militants were hiding. However, due to their deft skills, they were able to force the 

militants to come out of the room. These militants were subsequently shot dead by 

police periionnel/BSF parties stationed outside the Council building. In this operation, 

11 security personnel, 13 employees and 9 civilians lost their lives. 04 militants of 

Jaish-E-Muhammad, namely Wajahat Hussain Code Saifullah resident of Pakistan, 

Mohd. Irfan Zaman Code Umar resident of Karachi, Abdul Rouf Ahsan resident of 

Sehwal Punjab Pakistan and Tariq Ahmed Code Ayoubi resident of Sehwal Punjab 

Pakistan, were also killed.

Statement of service for which the decoration has been awarded : 

On 25 April 2003 at about 0945 hrs, a group of militants launched fidayeen 
attack by sudden and intense fire on the morcha of gate no.3 of MT (motor transport) 
workshop so as to gain entry in the BSF campus at Bandipur. One of the Constables, * 
who were carrying out maintenance of the morcha, sustained fatal bullet injuries and 
died On the spot. Hearing the sound of fire, Constable Sanjay Kumar, who was 
manning the weapon inside the morcha at gate no.3, retaliated the fire but the 
assailant militant managed to run towards a nala close by. At the same moment, two 
more militants wearing ‘FIREN’ over civilian clothes emerged from the street. One 
of these militants, who was seen with explosives strapped on to his body started 
running along the perimeter wall of the campus taking cover of the tree line, while the ' 
other rushed and fired towards second morcha of the MT workshop and killed 
another Constable. In the meantime explosive wrapped militant lobbed a hand 
grenade on the gate. Taking advantage of the blast, falling debris and dust, the armed 
militant rushed towards the gate trying to gain entry into the MT workshop. 
Constable Sanjay Kumar, sentry at gate no 3, fired towards the militant to foil his 
attempt. The militant however, fired back heavily with automatic weapon and 
continued his pursuit. Sensing grave danger, Constable Sanjay Kumar came out of 
the morcha, and fired at the militant from behind the pillar. The militant however 
fired back and ran along the boundary wall away from the gate. Constable Sanjay 
Kumar in a rare display of raw courage and bravery, left the pillar cover, and 
engaging him with fire in a running battle, injured and immobilized the militant 
severely. Ct Sanjay Kumar however observed the militant pulling a grenade but 
before the militant could lob the grenade towards him, he closed in and killed the 
militant from a very close quarter, the grenade exploding in militant’s hands only. In 
the meanwhile, the second militant having explosives strapped on his body made a 
desperate attempt to enter the gate but was engaged by the troops, who had by then 
taken position along the boundary wall. The militant blew into pieces due to 
Explosion of the explosives strapped to his body. Tlie brave BSF jawans had 
neutralized the fidyeen attack. On search of the area, dead bodies of two militants 
were recovered along with one AK series Rifle, three hand grenades and a large 
quantity of ammunition. The killed militants were identified as Manzoor R/O 
Karachi and Mohammed R/O Harishpura both belonging to the outlawed L-e-T 
militants outfit and Pakistani Nationals.
